THE ARMY OF INVASI OF THE. 
BRITISH FORCES—-TUE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 
New York Tribune. 
Pending the vegotiations, or the so-called ef- 
forts to otiate with the Ameer of Afvhanis- 
tan, the East Indian Government has been 
massing troops on the Afghan frontier, and pre- 
paring for an arduous cam Toree armies 
have been organized in order to invade Afghanis- 
tan at as many different points. The Peshawur 
Valley Army consists of 16,000 meq, with 66 
guns; the Koorum Valley column of 6,000 men, 
with 24 guns; and the Quetta column of 12,000 
men, with 60 guns. This makes a total force of 
34,000 men, with 150 guns. 

The importance of the task assigned to each 
column is apparent from its relative strenetb. 
The Peshawur column, having the town of that 
name for its immediate base, will evidently have 
the most arducus and important work te per- 
form. It is, therefore, the s t of all the 
three columns, a though immediately com- 
manded by Sir. 8. whe, it will probably be 
accompanied by Sir Frederick Haines in person. 
This army is intended to advance on Cabul, the 
Ameer's Capital. In performing this march it 
will have to force the strongly fortified Khyber 
Pass and the other difficult defiles intervening 
between the Indian frontier and the Afghan 
Capital, a distance of about 150 miles. Gen. 
Pollock having accomplished this feat with 
8,000 men in 1842, it is considered that double 
that number will now be more than adequate 
for the enterprise. 

The Quetta column is to advance from that 

town toward Candabur, an Afghan stronghold, 
150 miles to the northwest. It is provided with 
a strong siege-train, and will ‘probably be the 
first army to advance, in order that it may be 
in position te conform ite movements to that 
of the other armies. Once in possession of 
Candahbar, this force would hold a very impor- 
tant strategical point, practically severing the 
Cabul Valley from both Southern Afghanistan 
and Herat. From Candahar this force may 
either advance northward on Ghuzvee and 
Cabul to co-operate directly with the Pesb- 
awur column, or content itself with giving a 
band to the Koorum Valley and assist it to cap- 
ture Gbuznee. It is supposeil that this army 
may ultimately march toward Herat, but as the 
distance from Candahar to that city is no less 
than 400 miles, this dangerous project may be 
abandoned. 
The Koorum Valley column, which is to in- 
vnde Afghanistan at Thul, will play, in all prob- 
ability, but a subsidiary and subordinate part, 
though circumstances may arise which will 
enable it to deal the decisive blow. Having 
Kohat as its immediate base, it will ad- 
vance up the Koorum Valley by which 
it will be able to turn north, and 
in five or six marches after debouching, 
reached either Cabul or Ghuznee. Its great 
difficuity will be ite communications till it 
effects a junction with one of the other two 
columns. 

Each of these columns, even that operating 
by the Koorum Valiey, is strong enough to be 
independent; that is to say, it will not be ex- 
posed to the danger of being crushed by a con- 
centration of the enemy. At the same time, all 
three colunms will combine their movements so 
that they may give each other mutual support, 
and co-vperate in the general design of the cam- 
paign. y this arrangement itis expected that 
the Ameer’s forces will be divided and their at- 
tenvon distracted.

RESUMPTION. 
A ®LAIN STATEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to nue Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nor. 23.—Secretary 
Sherman has finally so far broken his silence as 
to indicate some points which may relieve the 
difficulties connectéd with resumption. They 
are these: First, that the Treasury can now 
by law sell and exchange coin for greenbacks. 
Second, United States notes at a parity with 
coin under the existing law be received for 
customs duties, In case of doubt, Congress 
can authorize this, Third, if United States 
notes are practically taken for duties in New 
York, they must be taken at every port, other- 
wise there would be an unconstitutional 
preference. Fourth, after resumption, United 
States notes must be maintained 
at par tbroughaut the country. This will be 


done by the redemption of those notes in New 


York, and by the receipt of them both for cus- 
toms, and for bonds, everywhere. This can all 
be done, the Secretary thinks, without a change 
of the law. Legal-tenders and coin will de 
everywhere in all Government transactions 
treated as an exact equivalent, 
INFORMATION WANTED. 
Tothe Western Associated Preas. 

Wasurtnerton, D. C., Nov. 23.—A committee 
of the associated banks of Baltimore, appointed 
to consider and report upon action expedient by 
Baltimore banks exprésging their sympathy with 
and co-operation in the resumption by the Govern- 
meut of specie-payments on the lst of Vanuary, 
had an interview to-day with the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and submitted a series of ques- 
tions. The Chairman said that the questions 
were suggested in consequence of the law pro- 
viding that the redemption shall take place in 
New York. The questions prepared and sub- 
mitted were: 

First—Are United States legal-tender notes 
to be received at the Baltimore Custom-House 
on and after Jan. 1, 1879, im payment of customs 
duties at their face value 

Second—Will United States legal-tenders be 
received on and after Jan. 1, 1879, at their face 
value in the purchase of United States ponds 
from the Treasurer 

Third—Will United States legal-tender notes 
be redeemed in gold at the office of the United 
States Assistant Treasurer in Baltimore on and 
after Jan. 1, 18797 

Fourth—Will the standard silver dollar be 
issued jn exchange for greenbacke iv Baltimore 
on and after Jan. 1, 1879, and contrariwise,—that 
is, will greenbacks be issued for standard silver 
dollars? 

Fifth—Will there be an issue of certificates of 
deposit of silver with the Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States at Baitimore, and will these 
certificates be treated as silver coin in payment 
of customs duties and other indebtedness to the 
Government? 10 

Sizth—Will the Government, after Jan. 1. 
1879, continue the issuance 6f certificates of de- 
posit of legal-tender notes, commonly Known as 
Ciearing-House certificates? 

THE SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

Secretary Sverman replied: I inferred, gen- 
tlemen, from the appointment you made with 
me, that some such questions as you now pro- 
pose would be submitted tome; but, as the law 
requires me to report 80 Cotyress iu 
little more than a week upon the very topies 
you suggest, it would be manifestly improper 
for me to now discuss themin such detail 
as frankness would require. But I may saya 
few things whicb will substantially answer the 
object of this interview. It is true that actual 
redemption is confined by law tothe office of 
the Assistant-Treasurer at New York. This is a 
wise provision, for it would be inexpedient to 
scatter the redemption fund so that it would 
pot be readily avuilable. Redemptionin New 
York, the chief commercial city of the country, 
establishes the equality of United States notes 
with coin, and this is the main thing, and carries 
with it their equality in all parts of the United 
States. 

The difficulties suggested bythe Baltimore 
banks could be met by either of several ex- 
pedients : 

First—This Department can now, by express 
provision of law, sell or exchange coinfor green- 
backs. This has been done for years at Boston, 
Baltimore, Chicago, and other leading points, at 
the same premium for gold as the market rate 
at New York. This could be ‘continued after 
Jan. 1, when at New York the rate will be par, 
and, therefore, the same as elsewhere. 

Second—United States notes, being at parity 
with coin. can, I think, under the existing law, 
be received for customs duties, and this is the 
only purpose for which coin is required by law 
to be paid to the Gevernment by a citizen, and 
it is for the purpose for which it ia equaily de- 
sired. If there is any doubt upon this point, 
Congress may expressly authorize it. 

Thrird—If United States notes are taken for“ 
duties in New York, they must be taken for 
duties in every port in the United States, other- 
wise an upeconstitutiopal preference would be 
made in favor of one port over other ports in 
the United States. > 

Fourth—After resumption, the United States 
notes must be held and maintained at par for 
all purposes in all parts of the United States. 
They can be transported easily and speedily, 
while coin cannot be so readily and cheaply 
moved. 

It would seem that if we secure absolutely 
the convertibility of United States notes into 
coin at the chief commercial city we practicallv 
secure the same convertibility at every other 
place in the United States. Exchange is usually 
in favor of New York, but the temporary pre- 
mium-elsewhere will be insignificant, and can- 
not exceed the small cost of transporting United 
States notes to New York. That may, and has oc- 
curred when specie payments were the rule 
everywhere, and is less likely to occur now when 
we have uniform paper circulation current in all 
parts of the United States. 

My general answer, therefore, to you is chat 
the United States will maintain its notes at par 
in ail parts of the United States, and will do so 
by a redemption of such notes as are presented 
to the Assistant Treasurer at New York and by 
the receipt of United States notes for both cus- 
toms duties and bonds. I think this can be done 
without a change of law; but, as to this, Con- 
gress must be the judge. 

The Treasury will treat United States notes 
and coin as an exact equival in all trausac- 
tions with the Goverument, "And then all busi- 
ness everywhere in the Ufftited States wül adapt 
itself to the same standard. Having stated this 
much I do not think that I ought to go further, 
and, perhaps, in my desire to be frank with vou. 
I may have broached questions that should 
await the opening of Congress.

THE CAPITOL TO BE LIGHTED BY ELECTRICITY,

Opal-tinted glass will not only 
give a yellowish tinte to the illumination, but, 
as it has the property of preventing the passage 
of the chemical rays, will relieve the sensation 
of apparent heat that has hitherto been found 
objectionable in an intense light or a collection 
of lights.

Manipulations Attempted on the New York 
Produce Exchange. 
Special Dispatch to The Trivune, 

New Tonk. Nev. 23.—Regarding the reported 
wheat corner the Times says: ‘‘ The bulls hap 
pened to have the upper hand on the Produce 
Exchange to-day, and forced up No. 2 red wheat 
1 to 2 cents per bushel. Reports were circulated 
that there had been a large overselling, ana 
that they had the market cornered on this grade 
tor November, and several forced settleménts 
were made, but that there is actually any cor- 
ner is not believed. Legitimate dealers are 
very indignant about this entire business. 
Some six weeks ago certain persons 
who make their living by gambling ia 
stocks entered the market and . pur- 
chased immense quantities of wheat all 
over the country. They gave out that a foreign 
war was imminent, ang that various other dis- 
asters were about to happen which have not 
taken place, and they are now endeavoring by 
circulating other lies about having the market 
cornered to make people believe prices are to go 
up, and thus enable themselves to unload at 
a profit. Meantime, witha crop amply sufficient 
for All possible needs of legitigate business 
both tor home consumption and export demand, 
the market in this country is being so manip- 
ulated that no shipper can calculate even on 
cable orders.two hours ahead. 

Farmers are influenced to hold back their 
stores of wheat in the hope of higher prices. 
Railroads suffer for lack of transportation; 
shioping lies idle in the harbor; thousands of 
laboringmen, teamsters, railroad employes, 
longsbho remen, sailors, and others are throwu 
out of employment, and people are forced to 
pay tribute to a few gamblers iu the necessaries 
of life. There is really no occasion for any 
speculation of this kind, and those engaged in it 


on the one side or the other are bound to be 


hart iu the end, but until the bulls” succeed 
in sticking everybody the trade of the country 
will have to suffer. The bears are equally 
regarded by legitimate merchants as scoundrels 
who ought to be suppressed, for without their 
aid there could be no speculation. 


NEW LINE-OF STEAMERS, 
Special Digpatch to The Trioune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 23.—Philadelphia is 
branching out in rivalry with New York in 
commerce, A new line of steamships for freight 
purposes only will soon be started between this 
city and Liverpool, to be called the Blue Star 
Line. Messrs. Peter Wright & Sons are the 
agents in this city, The first steamer will 
leave this port next week, and the line 
will start with seven vessels. In March 
the service _ will he increased by six other 
steamers, making a fleet of thirteen in 
all. From December until March two steamers 
will sail from each end of the line weekly, and 
after March, there will be tri-weekly steamers. 
This is entirely independent of the regular pas- 
senger service of the American Line, ana of the 
Red Star to Antwerp. The Blue Line steamers 
are British built, and owned by British capital- 
ists. The names of the seven which are 
to begin running in December are the 
Naples, Timoor, Suez, Antonio, Athens, Dev- 
onshire, and Castello. The names of the cix 
which are to be added in March are the Lord 
Clive, Lord Gough, Tuscany, Sicily, Thessaly, 
and City of Bristol. The terminus of the line 
at this point will de Grand. Point. The Blue 
Star Line wtil engage in a geveral freight busi- 
ness. carrying no passengers. The steamers are 
to be especjally fitted up for the transportation 
of live cattle.

INDICTMENTS AND REPORT. 
REGISTER HIBBARD. 

The indictment against Register Hibbard is on 
three counts. The first charges him with wil- 
fully, corruptly, and extorsively, and under and 
by color of his office as Register, demanding, 
taking, receiving, and extorting, March 1, 1877, 
from Delos S. Mills, bankrupt, the sum of $5, 
as a fee due him for taking, accepting, and re- 
ceiving the surrender of the bankrupt to an ex- 
amination, which fee was otber than a fee al- 
lowed by law. The count closes with the state- 
ment that the Register well knew at the time 
that he did not take, accept, and receive the 
said surrender as aforesaid. 

The second count charges him, April 10, 1877, 
with taking an illegal fee of $1 in the case of HI. 
S. Freeman, bankrupt, the charge being for l- 
ing and hearing an application tor a first meeting 
of creditors, as he (the Register) falsely, etc., 
pretended to have done. The count also charges 
him with taking another fee of $5, due for pre- 
tended service in making a report on a composi- 
tion meeting of creditors in the same case; and 
a fee of $1, for accepting Assignee’s bond in the 
same case, as the Register pretended to have 
dove; and a fee of $1 for approving the bund in 
the same case, which the Register falsely, etc., 
pretended to have done; aud the sum of 50cents, 
as afee for administering oaths to the bond, 
which he, the Register, falsely, etc., pretended 
to have done, whereas, in fact, as the 
Register well koew, no such fee 
was due him for filing and hearing the applica- 
tion tor a first meeting, for taking the bond, for 
apvroving it, for administering the oaths. The 
count closes with the allegation that the Regis- 
ter well knew no fee was due him for the said 

retended services, and that no such report had 

en made. 

The third count charges him, Feb. 10, 1877, 
with taking, receiving, aud extorting from 
George W. A. Biddie and Robert Boyd, bank- 
rupta, $5 asa fee due him for receiving bank- 
rupts’ surrender to an examination, this fee be- 
ing other than allowed by law, and the 
Register well knowing he had not taken nor re- 
ceived the surrender. 

ENDICOTT. 

The indictment against William F. Endicott, 
late President of the late Central National 
Bank, is in eight counts. The first charges him 
with embezzling, Jan. 15, 1877, $1,000 of the 
bank’s funds and unlaw fuliv converting it to his 
own use, Ihe second countis a practical repetition 
of the first. The third charges him, May 9, 
1877, with embezzling and converting to his own 
use, and lending the same to himself, witbout 
authority from the Bank Directors. or any 
proper authority whatever, the sum of $14,500 
of the bank’s funds. The fourt recites the 
same Offense as the third, with a deal of 
verbiage. The fifth charges him, June 2, 1877, 
with embezzling, converting to his own use, aud 
lending the same to himself, without authority 
from the Bank Directors, etc., of the 
bank’s money. The sixth is like unto the fifth, 
and penny one the tame offense more speci- 
fically. seventh charges Endicott, June 30, 
1877, with embezzling, converting to his own 
use, and lending the same to himsclf, without 
authority, etc., $35,000 of the bank’s money.

R. C. Rankin was the first Superintendent of the 
work in Chicago, from its commeucement until his 
dismissal im May, 1875, and was, asthe jury 
believe from the evidence, perfectly cognizant 
of the imperfect character of the stone delivered 
and accepted, and of tue labor charged and paid 
for but not performed, and also the sawing done 
and paid for, but which was not required by the 
best interests of the Government.

WHY THE OTHER INDICTMENT Was 
TURNED. 

As was intimated in yesterday’s Trisunz, 
there was a second indictment against Kegister 
Hibbard which the Grand Jury had decided to 
bring in, aud had actually caused to be drafted 
by the District-Attorney, but which at the last 
moment was dropped for reasons about to be 
named. The indictment charged Homer N. 
Hibbard with perjury aod fraud in making 
out his annual statements to the Attorney- 
General, wherein he had omitted to include 
large sums of money which he had really re- 
ecived as fees. The indictment was in three 
courts. The jurv were led to make tnis indict- 
ment against Hibbard by discovering that he 
has for some years past accounted for only a 
small portion of his June fees. The end of the 
fiscal year is June 30. During the month of 
Jane there would come into the Register’s office 
a large number of estates for adjudication, but 
only the initiatory fees would be paid before 
the 30th. These he would include in bis au- 
nual report. But the settlement of these es- 
tates would run through the next year, or a 
large part of it, perhaps, and it bas never been 
his custom to make any returns of the fees re- 
ceived. The jary came to the conclusion that 
Mr. Hibbard pocketed in this way from $5,000 
to $8,000 a year of which he never made any 
aecount. 

This, then, was the ground upon which the 
Grand Jury directed the District-Attorney to 
draft a second and a separate indictment against 
Register Hibbard. The document was pre- 
pared by Judge Bangs, but shortly before the 
adjournment of the jury he appeared in the 
jury-room and said: : 

„Gentlemen, I have drafted the indictment 
according to your directions, and here it is. 
have, however, had a conversation with Judge 
Blodgett, and he instructs me to tell the jury 
that the second count of the indictment is im- 
proper, as Mr. Hibvard’e action in regard to the 
June fees was sustained by him, and was in ac- 
cordance with the law. He desires me to say 
further that, if the jury are dissatisfied, they 
cap come into court and be will read the law to 
them.“ 

Tnere was a dead silence for some moments. 
The jurors excbanged ldoks of astouismment. 
Judge Bangs withdrew, and theu the expressions 
of opinion that were freely made were quite 
uncomplimentary to Judge Blodgett. The jury 
had been unanimous in agreeing to have the 
indictment drawn up, aud this sudden outbreak 
from the Judge seemed like bulldozing. Some 
were anxious to go on and boldiy present the 
disputed indictment, notwithstanding the order 
of Blodgett, but others were moderate. The 
District-Attcrney was recalled, and stated that 
if the jury persisted in their intention to send 
in the indictment, he should be compelled to 
withhold it fromthe jury. Accordingly, no ac- 
tion was taken. This incident detained the jury 
from 7 o’clock until 9, so that the hour was late 
when they finally marched into court, made 
their report to Judge Blodgett, and were dis- 


charged. 
JUDGE BANGS 

was sought yestcrday for his explanation of 
the reasons why that rumored perjury indict- 
ment against Register Hibbard was withdrawn. 
He gave it very readily, premising, however, 
with the statement that the matter was so very 
simple that he didn’t see why so much fuss had 
been made about it. 

By the act of Congress of June 22, 1874,” 
he said, with his finger following the lines of tue 
act in the Revised Statutes, to amend the 
Bankruptcy act, the Marsha! and Kegister and 
Clerk of the Court are to make certain reports 
at the end of the fiscal year,—that is, each of 
them is to make a report in July 
of each year of certain matters 
which occurred during the year ending 
the 30th of June previous. In the case of the 
Register, the act requires that he shall make a 
report in the same month of July, and for the 
same year, in which report he shall give, flirst, 
the number of voluntary cases in bankruptcy 
coming before bim during the said year; sec- 
ondly, the amount of assets and liabilitics, as 
nearly as may be, of the bankrupts; thirdly,

the amount and rate per ceutum of all divi- 4 


dends declared; fourthly, the disposition of all 
such cases; fifthly, the number of compulsory 
cases in bankruptcy coming betore him in the 
same way; sixthly, the amount of assets and 
liabilities, as nearly as may be, of such bank- 
rupts; seventhly, the disposition of all 
such cases; eighthly, the amount and rate 
per centum of all dividends declared in such 
cases, monthly, the total amount of fees, 
charges, costs,and emvluments of every sort 
received or earned by such Register during the 
said year in each class of cases above stated.“ 

„ Further down in the same section,” con- 
tinued the Judge, it says ‘all statements and 
reports hereiu required shall be under oath and 
signed by the persons respectively making the 
same.’ When this law took effect, the Registers 
sought the proper construction of that statute. 
Two constructions were heid. One was that in 
the ninth item they were required to report only 
the fees and charges, costs and emolu- 
ments, of every sort received or earned 
by such Register during the said year 
in cases that, during that year, were brought iu- 
to the court; and that in such cases, after the 
year in which they were instituted, no fees were 
to be reported. The other construction was 
that this report did not confine it to those years 
in which the cases were instituted, but that the 
statute intended and meant that all the fees 
that a Register might carnip any cases, whether 
they were oid or pew, should be reported each 
year. Now, the Grand Jury were inclined to 
the latter covstruction. Mr. Hibbard bad acted 
on the former. It appeared in evidence 
that be h consulted the Court, but 
with what, resuit did not then appear. 
After they had voted upon the indictment tor 
perjury,—for sweariug to a false report,—the 
Court instructed me, as the District-Attorney. 
that, upon application uf these Registers, as above 
set forth, for a construction of the statute, the 
Court had given the construction upon which 
the Register nad acted; and that, having thus 
acted, it was exceedingly improper to bring in 
an indictment fur perjury. The only source of 
legal ativice by the Grand Jury, you know, is 
either the District-Attorney or the Court. 
Uvon being advised myself by the Court 
that such was whe construction which he 
bad given to the statute, I

ARCHITECT HILL. . 
Special Pispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 23.—The announce- 
ment of the indictment of Supervising-Archi- 
tect Hill and others was received here this morn- 
ing with surprise by the persons interested. To 
the last moment they bad expected and hoped 
that the reports that indictments had been 
found would prove to be unauthentic. Accord- 
ingly they were much astonished when the of- 
ficial news finally came. Hill said that he really 
had nothing to say; that he did not know the 
nature of the indictments; and that be was 
thoroughly conscious that he had always been 
an honest man. He was particularly 
dissatisfied with the tone of the As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Chicago, 
which, he charged, was outrageous and 
without justification. Hill does not expect to 
go to Chicago to give bail, but supposes the 
process will be that he will be served with a 
warrant by the United States Marshal in this 
district at the request of the Marshal in Chi- 
cago, and that he can 

GIVE BAIL HERE. 

If this plan is followed, Hili may not go to 
Chicago until the time of his trial.

Hill said that it had been suggested in some 
quarters that Government officials, upon enter- 
ing upon and leaving their offices, should be 
very happy to do this. He had saved out of 
his two years’ salary as Supervising Architect a 
small sum, which was every dollar he had in 
the worla; that sum he would be happy to 
schedule, and he could prove to apy one the 
source from which every dollar had come, and 
where it went to; that the Associated Press 
dispatch should bave mentioned that the name 
of Jacobs, present Chief Clerk of the Supervis- 
ing Architect’s office, was 

OMITTED BY AN ERROR ONLY

ing trial bas not been settled. Walsh, Superin- 
tendent of Construction at St. Louis, was not 
suspended until some time after the indict ments 
had been found, and was not then suspended 
until the Vistrict-Attorncy had declared that it 
would be impossible to get evidence against 
him as long as he bad office.

Illegally Resisting a Police Invasion. 

At 9:30 last evening Officers La Bounty and 
Hoffman, constituting the special detail for the 
suppression of gambling, made a descent upon the 
building No. 176 Clark street, <dOwned 
by Ed Walker, and occupied as a liquor- 
house, saloon, gaming-room, and  board- 
the former comprising the 
„Store, and the latter the Palace European 
Hotel. The detail were aided by nearly a dozen 
patrolmen from the Armory. The gaming-room 
in the house has always beeu in therearof the 
second story,—at least thatis where the police 
have hitherto captured the tiger. But last night 
they claim to have had a pointer that the game 
was in progress in a room on the 
third floor and in the rear. They 
entered the building by the outside stairway, 
Omcers Florence Donahue and La Bouuty going 
ahead, and Officer Hoffman bringing up the rear 
with the squad. As they reacned the third floor, 
Mrs. McDonald, wife of the proprietor, was en- 
countered. Officer Swanson informed her that 
they had a warrant for Mike McDonaid, keeper of 
a gambling-house in that building, and 
demanded that she open the doors 
on that floor. She refused peremptorily, 
told the officers that she had been bothered alto- 
gether too aoe by policemen upon the same 
errand, and that the hotel of which she was man- 

er was as reputable as any in the city, and 
therefore entitied to as mach protection. She 
ended by ordering them out of the ball; that the 
rooms they wanted opened for their inspection 
were occupied by guests of the hotel who were 
entitled to all the protection due private individ- 
uais in their own domiciles. Notwithstanding her 
tirade the officers held a consultation as to whetber 


it were best to force an entrance with the jimmies 


they had brought with them for the purpose, and, 
just as they were about to act, one of them, Don- 
ahue, suid that he had heard talking in the room, a 
window opening. glass sniashing, and tnat 
the inmates bad undoubtedly fled through 
one of the rear windows of the thid floor, “ 
and by some means unknown gained access to the 
fourtu story. They hastily decided to go to the 
upper floor, but Mrs. McDonaid, who had preced- 
ed them, warned them from tue head of the stair- 
way that they were encroaching upon her private 
apartments,—the home of herself and children.

Oficer Donahue 
says she was about to fire a second time, when he 
rushed forward, and, snatching the weapon from 
her, vassed it to La Bounty.

RAILROADS. 
THE IOWA POOL. 

Complaints are being heard ou all sides be- 
cause the lowa pool lines—Chicago & North- 
western, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy—are taking the 
business from Omaha and Council Bluffs to 
Milwaukee, Peoria, and other poiuts, instead of 


to Chicago, because by doing so they can better 
compete with the Wabash and other cross lines, 
which make great efforts for this trafic. The 
rules of the pool prevent the pool lives from 
cutting the rates to Chicago, but there is noth- 
ing that prevents them from making uny rates 
they choose to outside points. The consequence 
is that Chicago has lost most of this business. 
Not only are the Chicago merchants complain- 
ing about this state of affairs, but the merchants 
of Omaha are no tess indignant about this un- 
— discrimination, as will be seen by the fol- 
owing article from the Commercial Huchange of 
Omaha: 

Thediversion of the entire grain trade from Chi- 
cago has at last waked that city to the truth of the 
situation concerning the arbitrary rates of the 
**lowa pool. A difference of 30 cents a hun- 
drec, or $60 a car, exists on certain kinds of 
freights to-day by routes which avoid Chicago. 
from Eastern points to Omaha. Where and how 
this occurs let merchants find out for themselves. 
Is the bool broken? The officers of these lines 
say it is not. Our most natural market is Chicago, 
but we are effectually shut out of it, except by 
ruinous freight charges. k at our grain trade. 
Four millon bushels is a prize that not only St. 
Louis, Milwankee, Toledo, Peoria, Baltimore, 
New York, and Montreal are contending for, while 
Chicago gets less than one-fourth, and at times 
less than one-renth. Add to Omaha's shipments 
those of the State and Western Iowa, and the prize 
is not unworthy the contest. The rate (nominal) 
on wheat from Omaha to Chicago is 35 
cents, and is to be advanced Nov. 25 on 
the through business five cents more. This is 
almost extortion at the present price of grain, and 
two results are liable to occur, either the storing 
of grain in the West till spring, ora grand battle 
of the trunk roads the coming winter. The Sara- 
toga combination cannot continue without stoppi 
the produce movement from the interior, ax 7 
cents tothe seaboard fromthe Missouri River is 
prohibition and almost annihilation to producers 
and shippers. The dam raised by the roads we 
fear may cause a flood as pent up waters may over- 
flow. A great many rumors are afloat that the pool 
is broken, and that henceforth it will be a fight with 
the Jay Gould roads, Chicago & Northwestern and 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, with their connec- 
tions, against the Chicago, Barlington & Quincy 
and its branches. The near completion of the St. 
Louis and Omaha Air-Line, wil! let the Baltimore 
& Ohio into the arena, and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, with the New York, Erie, and Western, the 
Canada Southern, and Wabash, ana the Vanderbilt 
lines will also take a hand in the fracas. In the 
face of it all the Mississippi River is rapidiy in- 
creasing the grain movement via New Orleans.

The attitude which Russia has assumed in 
the present Afghan war is similar to that 
taken by Great Britain in the Russo-Turkish 
contest. It is stated upon good authority 
that the Russian Government will remain 
neutral, but will insist upon taking part in 
the settlement of the terms of peace. This 
armed-neutrality dodge is one of the most 
embarrassing features of modern warfare, as 
it is in contradiction to the time-worn adage 
that to the victor belong the spoils. The 
British Government, however, must in the 
present instance accept it with the best 
grace possible under the circumstances, 
having been the author and first promul- 
gator of the idea. 


We print a letter this morning on the sub- 
ject of the abuses growing out of the judi- 
cial system, the alarming increase of litiga- 
tion, the inability of the Courts to hear and 
determine the cases, the avarice and want 
of principle of the legal profession as a 
body, and the loose morality under which 
litigation is promoted and wrong and plunder 
of innocent persons accomplished. The 
writer urges the principle of arbitration as 
a substitute for courts of. law and for the 


| present modes for the administration of jus- 


tice. Much that the writer says will be ac- 
cepted by the general public as well-founded. 
There is undoubtedly a growing belief 
in the minds of the people that the 
whole system of American administra- 
tion of law is designed for the profit 
of the legal profession, and that the admin- 
istration of justice is a mere secondary mat- 
ter, of far less practical importance than the 
enrichment of the Bar. In other words, 
Courts have become shops, where law, 
judgments, and final processes are turned 
out to applicants according to the expendi- 
ture that is made. This does not imply that 
the Jndges sell their judgments, but it does 
imply that the system is so framed and ad- 
ministered that by the expenditure of money 
justice may be delayed and defeated and ir- 
reparable wrong committed, and for all this 
there is no redress. The remedy for this 
condition of things is with the legal profes- 
sion. When the judiciary falls into contempt 
then the revolution which will in- 
evitably follow may go much further 
than perhaps will be desirable. That 
revolution may be averted by a wholesome 
reform and purification of the judicial sys- 
tem, which has already become a reproach. 
The Bar may do much in this work, but the 
legal profession must indeed be blind to the 
growing storm if they do not see that, un- 
less popular respect and confidence can be 
recovered and maintained, there will be a 
whirlwind of popular rage that will sweep 
away the legal profession, the Courts, the 
abuses, and the outrageous mocker- 
ies of justice, and bury them in 
one accursed and common ruin. Pop- 
ular liberty, popular right, and common 
justice have owed the legal profession but 
little. All that has ever been attained by 
mankind in the way of right and justice has 
been won in spite of the doctors of the law. 
As in the past, so in the future it may be- 
come again necessary to strip the Courts of 
their stained robes, and teach the expound. 
ers of law that justice is the sole purpose of 
all law, and, when justice is subordinated to 
the mere purpose of enriching the legal pro- 
fession, then courts of law are no better 
than any other gambling dens, and should be 
abated as promptly. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 
The Grand Jury of the United States for 
this district closed 4 month’s session on 
Friday. It investigated the charges against 
the various persons involved in the transac- 
tions pertaining to the building of the United 
States Custom-House. As a result of that 
investigation, the jury found a bill charging 
various Officers of the Treasury, contractors, 
and subordingtes, with a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States of $800,000. 

Those familiar with the developments will 
not suppose that the jury have been extrav- 
agant in their estimate of the Government 
loss. Excluding the consequential damage 
and loss resulting from the faithlessness of 
the public officers, the actual expenditure for 
work never performed and materials never 
furnished, being so much money actually 


dred thousand dollars the amount set forth 
in the indictment. We do not understand 
that the payment of money for fictitious 
work and fictitious material is denied. 

On this state of facts two questions will 
naturally suggest themselves to the general 
public: (1) Are the persons indicted guilty ? 
(2) If guilty, is there any probability that 
they will be convicted? As to the first 
question, there will, of course, be a general 
‘coneéssion that the mere fact of indictment 
does not necessarily imply guilt, and that 
every man should be heard in his defense 
eyen before any implication of that kind 
attaches. As to the sevond question, we regret 
to say that the experience of the day is so 
general, that nine men out of ten will in- 
stinctively shrug their shoulders, and, if they 
venture to express an opinion, it will sub- 
stantially suggest the further query, why 
there should be a conviction in this case for 
robbing the Government any more than in 
any other ? 

The demoralization of official life by the 
growth of the theory that to rob the Govern- 
ment involves no moral turpitude has gone 
on year after year, and has been fostered so 
generally by the results of all judicial pro- 
ceedings against offéhders that it has pro- 
duced the natural result of weakening if not 
substantially destroying public confidence in 
the integrity and efficacy of the administra.

vivors impaired by the lapse of time and

evidence, We are not drawing on the imag- 
ination. Every reader will admit that we 
state the general case mildly. Hence it is 
that in the proportion that Courts prove in- 
effectual to punish the guilty, or even to 
bring them to trial, the Courts are losing 
public respect and confidence, and money 
is regarded as the certain protection of those 
who rob and plupder the public. We are 
not stating agreeable facts, and we take no 
satisfaction in recording what we know to be 
the growing estimate of the administration 


| of the law in criminal cases. 


Society shudders at the depravity of Social- 
ism; but society opens its doors to the 
wealthy criminal who has purchased immuni- 
ty through the entangled meshes of the law 
under the skillful manipulations of attorneys 
whose compensation is great enough to giye 
assurance of escape. Was there ever such 
encouragement given to Communism as the 
broad farce of half a dozen guilty men, 
some of them public officers, being acquitted 
in broad daylight of a long and systematic 
robbery, accompanied by persistent perjury, 
and this in the face of clear and unmistaka- 
ble proof of guilt? When society once 
recognizes and insists that the law shall con- 
vict no respectable man, no man of 
means, no man whose family have standing 
in society, then the growth of Com- 
munism ceases to be surprising. 

When the Courts cease to convict criminals 
because it is no crime to plunder the Gov- 
ernment, and when criminals can afford to 
hire a defense that even penetrates the 
Grand-Jury room, which bribes and packs 
the trial-juries, which can swing a case from 
county to county, can deport witnesses, sup- 
press records, and acquit the prisoner, no 
matter how notorious his guilt, then society 
is rapidly drifting to that wreck out of 
which human liberty, human rights, truth, 
and justice must find a new refuge and new 
protections, in which courts of law, as known 
now, will form no part. 


THE CHURCH TRIAL. 
Mrs. Anprerson and daughter have been 


on trial in Trinity Church during two weeks 
past for violating the discipline of the Meth- 
odist Church. The offense charged against 
them was the leasing of property to a per- 
son who intended to use it for the sale of in- 


toxicating liquors. The Methodist Church, 


it is admitted, forbids its members to partici- 
pate in the profits derived from the sale of 
liquors. The only question to be adjudicated 
by the Church Court, therefore, was whether 
the defendants had leased their property 
knowingly for the purposes mentioned, and 
whether they were defiant or repentant in 
view of their conduct. The determination 
of the degree and quality of repentance, as 
well as the degree and quality of guilt, m 
the case of any accused persons is perhaps 
an unusual proceeding, according to civil law ; 
but it would be presumptuous to say that 
ecclesiastical law is not adapted to ac- 
complish even this difficult task. There 
may also be reasonable objections, from the 
lay and secular point of view, to the spirit 
and manner in which the prosecution was 
conducted. We should not in a civil court 
expect the presiding Judge to be quite so 
active a prosecutor as the Rev. Mr. Onarrs 
appears to have been. If a Judge were no- 


, toriously hostile to the defendants on per- 


sonal grounds, we would even expect that he 
should decline to sit in the case. But these 
questions, as we have already pointed out, 
are of secondary importance. The law of 
the Chureh provides that its members shall 
not lease their premises to Eduor- Wiens If 
these defendants have acted directly in the 
face of the law, they must take the conse- 
quences. It is another thing to say whether 
the law is wise, and whether the Church has 
enforced it in all cases without partiality. 
The case is about this: Mrs. Joanna An- 
person and her daughter Jennie are the 
joint owners of a piece of land on the corner 
of Indiana avenue and Twenty-second street. 
The publicity of the place makes it undesir- 
able for a residence, and the business trans- 
acted in that neighborhood is so small that 
the land would bring very little if leased for 
such purposes. Mrs. AnpEeRson and daugh- 
ter have scarcely any income except what 


they can derive from this property. In these 


circumstances they offered it for sale, but 
were unable to get a fair price for it. Their 
agent then took into consideration the offer 
of the owner of a beer-hall on Wabash ave- 
nue, who desired to remove farther south. 
His present place, from all that appears to 
the contrary, is as respectable as 
other beer-halls; it is not a great 
moral institution, nor is it, on the 
other hand, a favorite resort of people of bad 
characters. This man offered to lease Mrs. 
Anperson’s land for a term of years, and said 
that he intended to use it for a summer-gar- 
den, after the style of Tnrobonn Tuomas’ 
gardens ip New York. He no doubt honestly 
meant what he said, and, if not interfered 
with, will give music of a very superior char- 
acter on Mrs. AnpERsox’s lot the coming 
summer. But the lease had no sooner been 
signed than a number of respectable people 
in the neighborhood raised a great disturb- 
ance. The pastor of the Trinity Methodist 
Church, of which Mrs, Awpzrson and daugh- 
ter were members, called upon them, and 
told them it would be better for them to be 
charges upon the charity of the Church than 
to rent their land to the owner of a beer- 
hall. They declined this generous propo- 
sition. They were soon afterwards brought 
to trial for violating the discipline of the 
Church. They were found guilty on both 
specifications, but recommended to mercy. 
It will now be in the of the pastor 
to name any one of four penalties for the 
offense, the lightest of which is a simple 
declaration of the guilt of the accused, and 
the heaviest, expulsion. 

Some reflections will be brought home to 
8s, as well of other denom- 
inations as of ‘the Methodist Church, by this 
trial. Beer-drinking as the alternative of 
whisky-drinking is possibly a choice of evils. 
But is it not conceivable that a well-ordered

should not have as high a character as the 
North Side one. If it does not, it can easily 
be suppressed. The people of that part of 
the city can be sure of the assistance of the 
police if they discover that a place ‘of bad 
repute is being established in their midst. 
Meantime, it will be wise to try and see 
whether the, opening of a place where hus- 
bands may go with wives, brothers with sis- 
ters, and young men with lady friends, to 
hsten to good music and drink good beer, is 
hkely to be an unmixed evil. The experi- 
ence heretofore has always been that wher- 
ever the influence of good women was felt 
beer-drinking has been comparatively an 
innocent pastime. At any rate, so far as the 
new beer-hall shall be instrumental in keep- 
ing young men out of whisky-shops it will 
be a positive benefit to the community. 


THE HIBBARD CASE. 

The proceedings in the case of Mr. Hrs- 
BARD, the kegister inf Bankruptey, resulted 
in his being indicted generally for demand- 
ing and receiving fees that he knew to be 
illegal. The charges cover a long list of in- 
stances. While we are not disposed in this 
case, nor in any case, to assume that an in- 
dictment is of itself any evidence of wrong- 
doing, we cannot forbear saying that the 
Grand Jury was one of the ablest, most in- 
telligent, and at the same time fearless, juries 
that has been called in this district for 
years. When a jury thus composed shall 
unanimously concur in an indictment like 
this, it is entitled to the presumption of 
having acted on what seemed to 4 * strong 
evidence. 

The Constitution of the United States as- 
sumes that Congress shall provide a perma- 
nent Bankrupt law. Such a law is of 
peculiar fitness, and perhaps a necessity, in 
this country, as it is in England. But in the 
instances where it has existed in the United 
States a repeal has followed the enactment 
of the law, and largely because of the legal 
as well as the illegal extortions of the officers. 
Like too many of our laws, the Bankrupt 
law was framed as much to give large com- 
pensations te officers as it was to aid bank- 
rupts. The law itself directly gave the 
officers of the Bankrupt Courts enormous 


fees; it was in many respects so loosely’ 


drawn as to permit these officers to exact 
other enormous fees, and, with appetites that 
grew by what they fed on, they in 
countless cases were limited in their takings 
only by the exhaustion of the estate. 80 
general and enormous had these abuses 
become, so glaring was the connivance of 
Registers with attorneys in the division of 
the estate, that it became a question whether 
a creditor did not save money by abandon- 
ing his claim rather than to pursue a Reg- 
ister in the hope of obtaining a small pit- 
tance. It was found better to accept five 
cents onthe dollar direct from the debtor 
than purstfe even a healthy estate and accept 
what the Register left after he had taken the 
share of himself and his friends. No high 
moral horse was recognized in the Register's 
office. The object of the law, plainly writ- 
ten on its face, was to create certain lucra- 
tive offices; the greater the exactions of the 
Register the more lucrative the office ; and 
hence the dividends were made as small as 
possible in order the closer to carry out the 
intention of the law. It was because of these 
shameless abuses that popular sentiment de- 
manded the repeal of the law. 


How far Mr. Hreparp carried out the law 


in all its details we do not know. The Grand 
Jury have clothed their opinion, after hear- 
ing the testimony, in the form of an indict- 
ment, and now the whole case will be heard 
in court. The presumption is that- he 
will be tried fairly, impartially, and with all 
regard to justice and morality. Having dis- 
cussed this matter generally in another 
article, we will only add, that both the ac- 
cused and the public have interests in this 
matter which ought not to be disregarded.

THE CRIME or CRIMES. 

In a communication printed in yester- 
day's issue of Tun Trreune, ‘‘ D.“ warmly 
commends an article entitled The Crime of 
Crimes,” which appeared in these columns 
on the 16th inst., devoted to a discussion 
of the evil of the circulation of obscene lit- 
erature, ‘‘ D.“ invites the newly-formed So- 
ciety for the suppression of the evil to begin 
its work, and declares that he was only two 
days since witness to a case of open, defiant 
circulation of obscene literature on a public 
street of the city, among girls and young 


women. He says: 

Only last evening a miserable beast in human 
= © stood hy be: Fieip, Lerrer & Co.'s es- 
tublishment at 6 o'clock, and, as the girls passed 
out from the various wholesale houses on their 
way homeward, handed to each one a copy of a 
vile pamphlet issued by one of these imps of 
hell,” entitled To Marry or Not to Marry,’ 
filled with all sorts of vbscene and lustful ques- 
tions and suggestions, under the very thia dis- 
guise of medical inquiry and advice. 


If this be a true description of the facts, it 
constitutes a most aggravated case; and it 
doubtless so impressed itself upon the mind 
of D.“ as to enable him to identify the 
beast in human shape” who was engaged 
in the disreputable business of circulating 
the vile pamphlets. If so, he has a duty to 
perform. Let him notify the Society which 
has undertaken the work of prosecuting the 
venders of ‘this class of literature of the case 
which came under his observation, and 
couple the notice with an offer to assist in 
hunting the miscreant down and bringing 
him to punishment. The law of Illinois has 
defined the act as an infamous crime, and pro- 
vided the penalty. Chapter 38 of the Crim- 
inal Code, page 223, provides that: Who- 


ever brings, or causes to be brought, into | 


this State, for sale or exhibition, or shall 
sell or offer to sell, or shall give away or offer 
to give away . any obscene and in- 
decent book, pamphlet, paper, dtawing, 
etc., shall be confined in the 
County Jail not more than six months, or be 
fined not less than $100 nor more than 
$1,000 for each offense—one-half of said fine 
to be paid to the informer upon whose evi- 
dence the person so offending shall be con- 
victed, and one-half to the school fund of the 
county in which the said conviction is ob- 
tained.” 

It will be observed that the law is plain, 
and that, if it is wanting in any respect, it 
is in the matter of severity. But, if it is 
wisely enforced, it will prove sufficient to 
break up the shameful traffic, If the 
pamphlet described by D.“ is as vile as he 
states it to be, there would appear to be no 
difficulty in making a case against its circu- 
lator, provided he can be apprehended. The 
clags of girls and young women among whom 
he was seeking to spread his obscene 
pamphlets are doubtless many of them ab- 
solutely without protection against the in- 
sidious efforts of their would-be corrupter. 
Friendless and alone in the world, strug- 


They should be their peculiar care. They 
are waifs on the verge of social life, not to 
be reclaimed—for they are still innocent— 
but to be rescued from the menacing danger 
of debasement. They are necessarily sub- 
jected to a thousand temptations unknown 
to the higher circles, against whieh they must 
struggle alone and unaided. But against the 
contamination of obscene literature they 
may be protected if the new Society proves 
energetic and vigilant.

POLITICAL TEMPERANCE. 

The Rev. N. F. Ravtux, a prominent Bap- 
tist clergyman of this city, preached a ser- 
mon last Sunday upon ‘‘ Temperance in 
Politics,” which contained some very sound 
ideas and true observations, and is especially 
gratifying as coming from a pulpit source, 
the pulpit hitherto having subscribed very 
generally to the absurd idea of curing a 
man's tastes and appetite by the use of a 
Constable apd a club, and favored the ap- 
pearance of the temperance reformer in 
politics. The reverend gentleman took for 
the basis of his discourse the example of 
Curist, who never tried while on earth to re- 
form men by prohibitory laws, but gave 
them the opportunity to choose between 
good and evil, and never even favored the 
compulsory keeping of the Sabbath by legal 
enaétment. He held up this example to re- 
formers, and the invariable use of moral sua- 
sion by the Apostles, and developed the in- 
disputable idea that men cannot be made 
virtuous by law, and that vice cannot be pre 
vented by legal enactment, but that we 
must be persuaded by moral reasoning and 
a development of our better faculties. And 
this idea was emphasized by the following 
sound declaration: The Prohibitionists 
gained nothing at the last ¢dlection. They 
aided in creating prejudice against the Tem- 
perance movement. They could never elect 
enough legislators to obtain a prohibitory 
law. And, even if they did get such a law, it 
would be worthless and adead-letter. If the 
temperance clubs were turned into mere 
political machines, their influence for good 
would be destroyed, and all their previous 
work rendered abortive. ‘Down with rum,’ 
would be the cry of the Prohibitionists, but 
‘Up into office’ would be their real meaning.” 

The position assumed by Mr. Ravi is a 
sound one, and has long been conceded by 
thoughtful advocates of temperance reform, 
and has notebeen assailed by any but those 
who are eager for the spoils of office and 
the numerous class of unreasoning fanatics 
who always injure every cause they espouse, 
Undoubtedly one reason why some very 
good persons have favored prohibitory legis- 
lation as a cure for ingemperance is its ap- 
parent ease and simplicity. It is the lazy 
man’s way of accomplishing a given pur- 
pose, and the lazy man’s way is always the 


hardest and most roundabout. It does not, 


as it appears to them, involve any long-de- 
termined wrestle @ith intemperance, such 
as is necessary in attacking other sins. No 
time need be spent in moral suasion, in 
preaching and praying, in visiting the 
inebriate to convince him of the folly 
of his course, to point out its hard- 
ships to his family, to rouse his 
better nature, to hold him up and 
encourage him. All that is necessary to 
do is to pass a law sa¥ing, ‘‘ You shall not 
drink,” and give a policeman authority to 
enforce it, and pound him on thé head if he 
disobeys, or drag him to the lock-up. Hir- 
ing a policeman todo the work, he thinks, 
will save him all tronble and relieve him of 
all responsibility, but he never makes any ac- 
count of the failure of both policeman and 
law to accomplish anything where it has been 
tried. 

Again, our reformer never stops to think 
not only that it is absurd to attempt to 
control a man’s appetites by litigation, but 
also that it is still more absurd to assume 
that a minority can control the appetites of 
the majority, even if they had the right. 
Take any ten men in the community. Eight 
of them can use liquor without abusing it, 
and do not believe they are injuring them- 
selves or any one else by its use. One of 
the ten is a hopeless inebriate, and the re- 
maining one sells liquor. Thereupon, two 
or three men, in order to restrain the 
one from drinking and the other from 
selling, say to the eight, You shall 
not drink!” ‘Thereupon the whole ten 
unite their forces against the other two 
or three, and immediately they are power- 
less, because they are greatly outnumbered. 
It is not, impossible that in, communities 
where the temperance sentiment is very 
strong and where temperance men are in a 
large and powferful majority, with all the 
machinery for the enforcement of law under 
their control, something may be effedt- 
ed, and that intemperate men may be em- 
barrassed in obtaining liquor; but in any 
community where any considerable portien 
of the people is in the habit of using liquors, 
it has been proved over and over again that 
legislation is a barren and empty failure. It 
has never progressed any further than to 
make it temporarily difficult for the poorer 
classes to obtain liquor. It deprives them of 
drink for a few hours or a few days, and 
when they get hold of it they drink all the 
harder to make up for lost time, while the 
rich can procure it and drink at home or in 
secret clubs. No record can be adduced to 
siiow that the Prohibitory movement has ever 
progressed further than this. We boldly 
challenge the Prohibitionists to produce a 
single case, from the days of NAL Dow’s 
first crusade to the present, where an intem- 
perate person has been converted by the 
Constabniary, or restrained from drinking 
any length of time. 

There is no way of converting an in- 
temperate man from the error of his ways 
except by moral suasion. There is no other 
way of fighting intemperance that accom- 
plishes any practical results, unless it may 
be the theory of treating intemperance as a 
disease to be cured by a medicine that de- 
stroys the taste for intoxicating liquors. We 
have a physician in our midst—Dr. D' Un- 
GzR—whose theories and remedies have been 
frequently explained in Tae Tau. But 
even he—simple as this remedy is—will find 
two strong influences operating against him. 
In the first place, out of ten men who drink 
nine don’t wanttheir appetites destroy ed. 
They prefer to drink, and don't want to be 
cured. In the second place, there is no hope 
that the temperance reformer in politics 
will ever help him or test his theories by in- 
ducing inebriates to apply them. If cincho- 
na-rubta possesses the efficiency that he 
claims, it is altogether too simple and easy a 
thing for the reformer. There are no spoils 
of office in it. It will not elect him to the 
Legislature or to Congress. He can get no 
political influence out of it, It will not 
bring him in any money or power. It sim- 
ply cures the inebriate, and does not enhance 
the interests of the @eformer himself. It 
takes away his business, which id to trade 
upon the sympathy of the-community and 


personal greed. As this is not one of 


the results of cinchong-rubra, it is 
not probable the political temperance re- 
formers will encourage Dr. D’Unazr either 
in his theory or practice. Meanwhile, 
whatever may be virtues of the Doctor’s 
medicine, there remains no doubt as to the 
efficacy of moral suasion as the only instru- 


ment that has yet reclaimed a drunkard, or 


of the mischief which is being caused by 
pseudo temperance. reformers in politics. 
For his severe rebuke of the latter and de- 
fense of the former, Mr. RW is entitled 
to the highest credit, One such sermon will 
do more to advance the real interests of tem- 
perance than all the gabble and spouting 


which temperance candidates uttered in the 


last election campaign in the whole country.

COL. DWIGHT’S LIFE-INSURANCE, 


The death of any person holding over a 


quarter of a million dollars of life-insurance 
would at any time cause considerable flurry 
in insurance circles, but the recent demise 
of Col, Watton Dwianr, at Binghamton, 
N. V., who had his life insured to this ex- 
tent within a few months of his death, and 
had only paid one premium thereon, has 
excited very general comment. The insur- 
ance companies will undoubtedly contest 
the payment of these policies, as the natural 
inclination is to take advantage of any sus- 
picion of fraud to escape a loss. They at 
once set rumors afloat that Dwieut had mis- 
represented his physical condition; that he 
had concealed the fact that he had once had 
hemorrhage of the lungs; that he, had de- 
liberately and purposely exposed himself 
to disease and death because he would not 
have had money enough to pay the next 
premium; and even that he had committed 
suicide, But the investigations thus far ap- 
pear to disprove all of these theories. Col. 
Dwicut’s relatives, friends, and townspeople 
resent the imputations, and both his own 
doctors and those sent to make the post- 
mortem examination for the insurance com- 
panies fail to find any evidence of suicide, 
but confirm the theory of a natural death 
from malarial fever. It is claimed by his 
friends that he took out this large amount of 
life-insurance in his own name for the: pur- 
pose of using the pdlicies as collaterals, upon 
which to raise money and re-embark in busi- 
ness, for he had failed, and he received his 
discharge from bankruptcy on the very day 
of his death. 

To the general public this curious case 
will suggest that the life-insurance companies 
ought to protect themselves in advahee 
against the very theories which they now 
set up as reasons why they should not pay 
the Dwieur policies. It does not seem as 
though Col. Dwrůanr, whatever his own 
motives or intentions may have been, should 
have been permitted to insure his life for 
$256,000, practically all at once and under 
the peculiar circumstances of his case, He 
had been a rich man and a speculator, and 
had failed. When he failed he was carrying 
a large amount of life-insurance; but, evi- 
dently on the ground that he would not be 
able to pay any more premiums, settled with 
the companies end accepted paid-up poli- 
cies. Shortly after, before roceiving 
his discharge in bankruptcy, and be- 
fore he could either accumulate much 
money or legally control much, he paid: sev- 
eral thousand dollars in premiums, and was 
e to insure his life again for 8256, 


These circumstances wars auspidiqus. 


—— life- insurance companies are very quick 
to say so now, when the policies become pay- 
able by reason of Col, Dwiaut’s death, but 
they were equally so before the policies were 


| taken out, and they should have been so 


recognized by the agents of the companies, 
It is much more the duty of life-insurance 
companies to protect their shareholders and 
the insured by using due caution in the 
taking of risks than by resisting pay- 
ment of policies after death. It would 
have been natural for a man in Col. 
Dwicut’s circumstances to insure his life 
for $5,000 or $10,000 ; but when he sudden- 
ly sought a quarter of a million insurance 
that circumstance ought to have made the 
agents suspicious in convection with the 
other events narrated. The agents of the 
companies, are always informed as to to the 
amount of life-insurance an applicant is car- 
rying, and it is their duty to inform them- 
selves as to all the conditions we have 
named. It is probable that the agents would 
have exercised more caution in this as well 
as other cases if it were not for the greed of 
the various companies to increase their busi- 
ness, and the large commissions they offer 


to agents as a means to that end. The 


Dwicut case may be of more service to the 
public if the companies shall be compelled 
to pay the full amount of the insurance than 
if they be permitted to escape payment.

THE OPERA SEASON. 
It is difficult to reconcile the clamor of 


hard times with the eclat that has attended 
the opera season. It is equally difficult to 
recongile the idea of popular economy in 
such times with the reduction and diversion 
of existing wealth that has been caused by 
the eloquence of Mr. Srraxoscn and the me- 
lodiousness of his artiste. Opera is essen- 
tially a luxury as well as an exotic, and is 
merciless in its compulsory expenses, 
Fashion is a luxury also, and for some 
mysterious reason the former cannot exist 
or be supported without the latter. Here 
we have the paradox of hard times; clamor- 
ous credit, and desperate debit running par- 
allel with determined and persistent indul- 
gence in a two-fold luxury. 

There have been fourteen representations 
of opera in this season, with but one house 
that can be called small, and even that would 
have been considered large in some seasons. 
It is safe to say that the gross receipts have 
averaged $2,000 for each performance, so 
that, for admissions alone, nearly $30,000 have 
gone into Mr. Srraxoscu’s coffers, to be paid 
out to his artists, the balance to be divided 
between Mr. McVicker and himself. This 
amount, however, probably represents only 
about one-half the actual expense of the 
season. To it must be added the cost of 
carriage-hire, which has been very large; of 
flowers; which has been very profuse and 
expensive, $100 representing the cost of one 
flower-piece, alone; of refreshments; of 
librettos; and of the very large sums which 
the tailors, milliners, dressmakers, dry goods 
and furnishing stores have taken in, It ie 
probably far within bounds to estimate that, 
directly and indirectly, the opera has cost 
Chicago $60,000,—s sum which would pay 
the grocers’ and butchers’ bills of 100 fami- 
lies for a year, and keep them with well-laden 
tables.

NEW YORK FASHIONS, 
BONNETS. 
Harper's Bazar. 

The latest importations of bonnets are still 
made up of two extreme shapes; that most 
generally used is the small close cottage bon- 
net, while the dressy novelty is large, with a 
flaring front that is indented in a point in the 
middle in genuine Marie Stuart style. The last 
fancy is to put a small ruche of curled ostrich 
feathers inside this pointed and flaring brim as 
aface trimming. Another caprice, just intro- 
duced from Paris, is a frill of black tulle, edged 
with gilt, put in quite full inside the front of 
black velvet bonnets, The leading milliners 
gay they have fewer calls for black bonnets than 
for colored ones. Instead of getting a black 
velvet bonnet and wearing it with all her dress- 
es, a lady now gets at least one colored bonnet, 
chosen in reference to ber handsomest dress, 
and also as a contrast to other suits. The red 
shades are most in demand for stylish visiting 
toilettes, whith bonnets for receptions, and col- 
ored felts—not black—-for general wear. Gray 
felts are very popular; they are used for nice 
occasions during the autumn, and for second 
bonnets later in the winter. The smooth French 
felts and the rough camel’s-hair felts are equal- 
ly stylish. 

Bonnets with shirred brims are new, and 
promise to be popular in black and other dark 
velvets. For full dress are white or garnet 
striped velvet bonnets, made with a shirred 
brim and curtain. The crown is then of soft 
white tulle covered with the vew dark red roses 
of large size crushed together across the top, 
while the back of the crown bas crimson velvet 
autumn leaves. Some small tips are added, 
aud the strings are of tulle or lace. 

The small bonnets worn in the street have 
the Alsatian bow of gay ribbon, reversible, 
striped, brocade, or plaid. But as these become 
familiar the Parisian hats come with feather 
breasts across the top, and this bow placed low 
down op the right side. A large-beaked bird 
in the shaded greens and red and biue seen in 
cashmere colors is placed on the left side of 
handsome bonnets. Among the most tasteful 
ribbons for nice felt and velvet bonnets are 
those with satin on one side while the other is 
watered. Ladies who make their own bonnets 
have black velvet perfectly plain on a becoming 
frame, and put pale pink crushed roses, either 
eight or ten, in a double row just across the 
top where an Alsatian bow would be placed. 
The only other trimming is the strings of black 
satin ribbon, with pink on the wrong side, and 
perhaps a bee, lizard, or butterfly of tinsel set 
on the curtain. The newest veils are masks of 
fine black or white tulle that seem sprinkled 
over with gold-dust. 

SMALL GIRLS’ DRESSES. 

White muslin dresses have superseded the 
stiff pique and Marseilies Gabrielles formerly 
worn by very small girls. The yoke 2 aud

Among the novel devices in costly jewelry is 
the alternating or combining together gems of 
different colors.

Mr. Scammon called the meeting to order and 
Mr. Henry J. Sheldon was made Secretary.

COL. WALTON DWIGHT. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Nov. 23.—The friends and acquaint- 
ances of Col. Walton Dwight, deceased, recently 
a resident of this city, have been greatly annoyed 
by the circulation of rumors through the public 
press that he had, previous to his death, formed 
and executed a gigantic scheme to defrand the life- 
insurance companies. To those who knew him 
well these stories need no contradiction, as his 
character, established by long years of business in- 
tercouree with thousands of people, was too frank 
and open to admit the possibility of any scheme 
requiring great secretiveness. He was communi- 
cative toa fault. His friends and even his ac- 
quaintances were freely informed in regard to his 
present business and future intentions, and to 
them many of the statements made in regard to 
his insurance are too absurd to be entertained for 
a moment. For insiance, it is well known that 
previous to the loss of his fortune bis life was in- 
sured for years for a very large amount in many of 
the same companies now crying fraud, an 
amount nearly, if not quite, equal 
to the amount carried at his ‘death. 
The Equitable and others had no greater risk upon 
his life at hie death than they had four years be- 
fore it took place. e had a wide reputation as a 
liberal patron of life insurance for many years. 
His misfortunes made it impracticable to keep up 
his premiums, but he frequently stated to the 
writer his intention to restore his policies as soon 
as his unancial condition would permit. A few 
months before his death he was fortunate in sev- 
eral speculations, by which hezmade a considerable 
sum, and was at about the same time offered a 
connection with certain large mining interest in a 
distant State, by which he had enthusiastic hope of 
restoring his fallen fortunes. He bad rented a house 
in this city and made extensive arrangements to 
leave his family here in the care of a relative dur- 
ing his absence. The writer having occasion to 
rent a house until the list of May, 1879, 
called upon him a short time before he 
went East for the purpose of sub-letting a por- 
tion of the same house. His reply was that 
he could not let it, as he had made preparations to 
have his wife and child with a near relation occupy 
itduring his absence. Again it is declared he 
brought on hemorrhage of the lungs by voluntary 
exposure, when it is well known by his friends and 
tee physicians who attended him that he died of 
gastric fever, a disease that was not affe by a 
hunting excursion, which has been so avsurdly 
misrepresented that a casual reader having known 
Col. Dwight would know that it could not possibly 
be true. This is out a brief and partial statement 
of toe facts known to the writer, and intended 
merely to check the shameful vampires wao would 
pursue with falsehood and defamation the memory 
of a man they would hardly d to have ap- 
proached while living.

Wheat and Gats Lower--Corn Heavy---Movement 
of Produce During the Week. 


FINANCIAL. 


Gold was firm, ana sold in New York at 100%, 
and in Chicago at 100%. The question raised by 
Tux TrRipune about the redemption of legal ten- 
ders after Jan. 1 at other points than New York is 
exciting attention throughout the country, The 
Baltimore Clearing-House has appointed commit- 
tees to visit both Secretary Sherman ana the New 
York banks. The Baltimore bankers and importers 
cannot see that resumption at Baltimore amounts 
to mach if gold is exchanged by the Government 
for greembacks at New York only. 

Government bonds were in guod request. Prices 
were unchanged, except an advance of K in the 
4s. 

An increase of grain bille was noted in the for- 
eign-exchange market. There wasafair supply 
of provision bills. Rates were steady at 482 and 
487 for sterling, with actual transactions at 481% 
@481X% and 486. Sixty-day grain bills sterling 
were 479%, and French bills were 525, both cur- 


rency. Paris exchange was 524% and 520%; com- 


mercial, 526%; Antwerp, 524% bid, 520% asked; 
commercial, 526%; Reichmark, 94 bid, 94% 
asked; commercial, 93%: guilderson Holland, 
39% bid, 40% asked; commercial, 39%. 

Silver is rising in price. The London quotation 
yesterday was 50% pence per ounce, a gain of . 
The London supply is light. The amount on hand 
in San Francisco is said by the Bulletin to be 
smaller than for two years. The exports to China 
have started up again. The shipment by the Hong 
Kong steamer last week was $1,168,402, the 
largest in some time, and three times as much as 
the same steamer took on the corresponding date 
of last year. 

Consois opened at 96 3-16, and closed at 96 1-16. 
Last year at thie time they were selling at 96%. 
The Bank of Engiand yesterday lost $730, 000. 
The managers, according to the London Times, 
are looking forward with something approaching 
apprehension toa probable drain of gold to New 
York. The Banks of Germany and France are 
both hostile to the Bank of England in the struggle 
for gold. The policy the Bank Directors wil! pur- 
sue in case of a heavy drain to New York will be, 
the Times says, to force the value of money to a 
point which would compel payment to be made to 
the United States either in securities or such com- 
modities as a reduction in the price would induce 
them to take. 

There has been a good miscellaneous demand for 
bank accommodations, thoagh not enough to ab- 
sorb al! the loanable resources of the banks. In- 
stitutions patronized mainly by Board of Trade 
men and packers report their lines full. Rates of 
discount are firmer, but are still quoted at 6@10 
per cent.

In the application of the principle that iu 
cases of unavoidable sickness aud incapacity the 
servant shall not be barred from recovering 
wages actually earved, aud that the master 
shall not be compelled to pay for what he does 
not Re. it can make no difference whether 
Barnes lost time at the beginning, or in the 
middie or end vf his stipulated period of 
service. Ifthe Club would not be obliged to 
pay him for lost time during the last part of 
his term of service, upon no principle of fair- 
ness, justice, or law should he be paid for time 
lost at the beginning or in the middle of the term.

If he had been entirely inca- 
pacitated from rendering any service for seven 
months out of the eight, yet, if the law fs as 
contended for by the plaintiff's counsel, the 
Club had no right to discharge him or make any 
deduction from his pay ou that eccouat, but 
must pay the full contract price. This is nei- 
ther even-handed justice, nor would such a doc- 
trine be approved by the courts of this State.

WAS HOMER COLOR-BLIND? 

It is a popular belief that Homer was blind, 
but the idea that he was color-blind will much 
better solve some of the difficulties which 
Homeric critics meet with in the works of the 
great bard. This idea Dr. William Pole, F. R. 
8., has set himself to work out and prove iu a 
series of articles in Nature. Dr. Pole refers to 
Mr. Gladstone’s article on the color sense in the 
Nineteenth Century of October last year, in which 
the writer refers to the ambiguous and confused 
nature of Homer’s color-adjectives and color- 
descriptions. His sense of color was “not 
only narrow, but also vague and wanting in 
discrimination.“ Mr. Gladstone hence infers 
that “the organ of color was but partially devel- 
oved among the Greeks of the heroic age.“ 
While not disputing this conclusion, Dr. Pole 
endeavors to point out how remarkably the im- 
perfections and anomalies in question corre- 
spond with those that might be expected to 
arise if the writers were assumed tobe color- 
blind. Dr. Pole is himself color-blind, and his 
arguments are based on his own experience and 
observation of the effects of color-biindness in 
others. In spite of the apparent complexity of 
the phenomena attending the defect, Dr. Pole 
finds it is really of avery simple character. 
Yellow and blue are the only two colors, 
properly so-called, which, if unalloyed, those 
who are color-biind see precisely as others 
do. Ail other colors appear to them only as 
varieties of the other sensations which they are 
able to receive. Dr. Pole gives many striking 
examples of this, which we recommend to those 
interested in the matter. in notieing the 
general classification which Mr. Gladstone has 
given of the Homeric peculiarities, he says it is 
impossible not to see ata glance how exact!

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WRESTLING. 
THE CONPLICT OF THE MACS. 

The collar-and-elbow wrestling match for 
$1,000 a side and the championship of the 
world, between John McMahon, of Vermont, 
and J, H. McLaughlin, of Michigan, took place 
at McCormick Hal! last evening, and resulted 
in the defeat of the Michigan champion. 

It was half an hour after the appointed hour 
when Billy Boyle came on the platform and an- 
nounced the terms and conditions of the match. 
His remarks were received with applause. He 
then introduced the men, who came forward 
amid shouts of approval. After the usual pre- 
liminary hand-shaking they caught hold of each 
other, and the struggie began. For several 
minutes they pranced around in a very 
cautious manner, each making several feints 
for the purpose of drawing out the 
tactics of the other. Finally McMahon made a 
lightning-like motion with his left leg, thro 
his opponent into the air, but before be cout 
secure a fail McLaughlin turned over like a cat 
and saved himself. It was not long before Me- 
Laughitn made a strong play, and jerked Me- 
Mahon through the air as if he had been a 
(Straw. There was no fall, however, and they 
went at it again. In a short time Me 
Mahon got a hip grasp on McLaugh lin, 
and the pair, intertwinea like a couple of ser- 
pents, strurgied across the stage and went 
down, but without a result.

WAS ADAM A NEGRO? 
A SOUTHERNER OBJECT. 
Louisville Courter-Jour ned. 

Moneure D. Coaway, in a recet t letter from 
London to the Cincinnati Commerval, says: 

It is now a pretty African version*of the fallof 
man that Adam and Five were net toes, and only 
when they had sinned and heard the “reator calling 
were their faces stricken with that ale hue which 
has continued among the more sinfy: ‘races. It now 
appears from the earliest tablets on } je subject that 
there is more ground for this tradit im than it has 
hitherto been credited with, —at le zt so far as the 
color of the first pair in concerned. ‘Zhe tablet is in 
the British Museum, brought by late George 
Smith. Aninscription, marked °3364,"' con- 
tains in it an account of the creatiogegf man by the 
god Mir-Ku (noblecrown). Tafear them (the 

ods) he made man; the breath of was in him. 

ay he (the god Mir-ku) be established, and may 
his will not fail. in the mouth of ibe dark races 
which his band has made. This is the earliest al- 
lusion in existence to the Biblical agrount of crea- 
tion, and it distinctly points to thé Mst race being 
dark. This confirms wnat Sir Heary Kawlinson 
said long ago, that Adamn means, Mark race, 
in distinction from Sarku, light race; and 
George Smith thought that the acc t (Gen., vi.) 
of the sons of God marrying the cater of men, 
meant the Sarku intermarrying wi the Adamn. 
It appears, therefore, that Adam M a negro. 

It does not appear so to us, with due defer- 
ence to Mr. Conway and Mr. Rawlinson. The 
Hebrew word Adamah means the ground or 
“like the ground,” or ruddy, like clayey soil, 
according to Gesenius, the distinguished He- 
brew scholar. Josephus, who follows the Jew- 
ish traditions, savs: ‘‘ God took dust from the 
ground aud formed man, and iuserted in him a 
spirit and soul. This man was called Adam, 
which in the Hebrew tongue signifies one 
that is red, because he was formed of red earth, 
com pounded together, for of that kind is virgiu 
or true earta.” 

Tue Hebrew words adam, adamah. adami, 
and admah all come from the same root, adam, 
which means red. The conclusion is that Adam 
got his name for the sole reason that he was a 
red or ruddy man, and that he was created with 
that color. There does not appear any other 
meaning to the word adam. 

There is another argument. The fine esthetic 
taste of the Creator would be satisfied, upon 
arriving at the cephalization phase of His crea- 
tion, with nothing short of a human being, with 
head erect, of extraordinary physical beauty and 
symmetry. The typical negro is not the beau 
ideal of human form or color. No onecontends 
thatheis. The white, or the red or ruddy man of 
perfectiy-aeveloped physical aud mental nature, 
more nearly satisties the conception of physical 
perfection. The vegro, if we adhere to the doc- 
trine of the unity of the human race, was a sub- 
sequent phenomenon of progeneration which 
we do not attempt to explain.

LUKE. 
UNRELIABLE As Ax HISTORIAN. 
To the Editor of The Tribune.

quite unreliable. If we gre to accept the Giospély 


of Matthew as a correct aceount of the life and 
teachings of Jesus, then but little reliance can 
be placed upon the history of the same as given 
by Luke, his account being widely variant from 
Matthew's. 

Not only was Matthew’s history first written, 
but the author was a companion of Christ, and 
one of His aposties. It was aiso the Gospel 
which, more than either of the other three, was 
used as authority by the early Fathers of the 
Church. indeed, it is quite probiematical 
whether it be not the only one written in the 


first century. 1 

‘The only evidence we have upon this subject 
consists of parallel passages found in the four 
writers of the first century,—Igvatius, Barna- 
bas, Hermas, and Clement of Rome. Of these 
parallel passages, while we have three or four 
parallel with passages in Luke, two parallel 
with John, and none at all with Mark, except 
such as are also in the other Gospels, we have 
eightcen or twenty parallel with Matthew. 

The evidence is not very satisfactory, because 
if we find passages parallel in Luke and Clem- 
ent,—for instance # Luke quotes Christ as say- 
ing a certain thing, and Clement quotes bim as 
saying the same thing. we know not for certain 
whether Clement takes from Luke, or Luke 
from Clement, or both from common source, 
say from some one of the many apocryphal 
Gospeis then extant, The evidence, such as it 
ie, is much stronger for Matthew than for cither 
of the other Gospels. 

The following are some of the most important 
particulars wherein Luke’s history differs from 
Matthew’s: 

1. While, according to Matthew, Joseph, the 
reputed father of Jesus, was descended from 
Solomon, son of David, in a direct line, every 
link in the chain of descent being given, Luke 
traces him from Nathan, a son of David also, 
and brother of Solomon. From this point 
downward the genealogy is, of course, entirely 
different. 

2. According to Matthew, Jesus was born m 
the reign of Herod, some two years before his 
death. But according to Luke, Jesus was born 
at thetime of the taxing, when Cyrenius was 
Governor of Syria. Now, we learn from Josephus 
that, after the death of Herod, Archelaus reign- 
ed nine years, and was banished. Cyrentus was 
then made Governor of Svria, and under him 
the assessment ard taxing took place. This is 
the time which Luke. in his second chapter, fixes 
upon for the birth of Christ. But this was at 
least eleven years after the occurrence of the 
same event, according to Matthew. It is true 
that other circumstances recorded in the first 
chapter of Luke seem to corroborate Matthew. 
The difference in these chapters is one of the 
circumstances relied upon by Schleiermacher, 
whose theory is that Luke’s Gospel is a compila- 
tion of different manuscripts, and that no part 
of it was written by Luke himself. 

8. Luke’s history of the childhood of Jesus 
is entirely different from Matthew’s. Accord- 
ing to Matthew, Joseph was warned at Beth- 
lchem, in a dream, not to return by the way of 
Jerusalem, but to take the child and flee into 
Egypt, to escape the bloody designs of Heroa. 
Joseph did so, and remained in Egypt until the 
death of Herod. But, according to Luke, when 
the days of Mary’s purification were ended, 
they brought Jesus from Bethlehem to Jerusa- 
jem, where he was publicly presented in the 
Temple. 

These discrepancies are the more serious, from 
the fact that we do not have the testimony of 
Mark or John on either of these pvinuts. 

But this is not all. Luke, if, as is commonly 
supposed, be wrote the Acts of the Apostles, 
comes there in collision with Paul. 

That Paul wrote his Episties in the first 
century, and that they are substantially genu- 
ine as given in the New Testament, is gen- 
erally conceded. The fathers of the first 
century, already referred to, especially Clement 
and Ignatius, are full of passages varallel with 
Paul's Episties, while his Firat Epistle to the 
Corinthians is expressly referred to by Clement, 
who, in writing to the same Church, speaks of 
what the ** blessed Paul“ had written there. 

Now, in the first and second chapters of 
Paul's Epistle to the Gallatians, he relates his 
experience, showing that for over seventeen 
years after bis conversion he preached exclusive- 
lv to the Gentiles, and afterward to the Jews. 

jut Luke, in the ninth chapter of Acts, repre- 
sents Paul as preaching to the Jews immediately 
after his conversion. 

Would it not be well for those now engaged 
in the revision of the Bible to consider seriously 
whether the volume would not be improved by 
omitting the writings of Luke altogether? 


„ SOME DOUBTED.” 
PROF. SWING CRITICISED.

In making the grand rounds among the out- 
posts of the Army of the Lord,” we reached, 
last Sunday, one of the advance picket-quards, 
under the charge of Prof. Swing.

Unable to determine the onantity of 
modern doubt, let as treat it as a fact, and let us 
mark some of the features of the greatfact. Be- 
lief is based upon evidence, or supposed evidence, 
and hence that which affects the evidence of the 
public will always ailect the public faith. The 
development of the reasoning faculty in the last 
two centuries has made sad havoc of the evidence 
in the case. Witnesses who once stood on the 
stand in the utmost respectability, and whose evi- 
dence would in a few minutes send a doubter 
to the flames or to a dungeon, have one by one 
been impeached. and some of them have been 
withdrawn by the rtics who once summoned 
them in so much confidence.

Each new school-house, each advance 
in the ratio of men who can read and write, will 
create a change in the public belief, and it will not 
be untrud if I say that each wave of education is a 
new wave of skepticism. Whatever rendere the

tected Slavery and refused to acknowledge the 
existence and authority of God, it holds the 
extreme Calvinistic view of salvation through 
the sacrificial death of Christ; but holds also 
that there can be no other evidence of accept- 
ance with God than newness of life. It regards 
n profession of religion“ as au assumption of 


an honor outweighing all earthly crowns and 
dominions, and not a condescension. 

In other words, Scotch Covenanters never- 

tronize the Lord, but teach that, to be ad- 
initted into the number of those who shal), at 
last, stand upon the right band of the Great 
White Throne and hear the welcome salutation, 
Come, ze blessed of My Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation 
of the world,“ is an honor to be purchased by 
the loss of all things in this life, including lib- 
erty and life itseif. Moreover, they are not 
content with getting their own souls saved. 

When the Rey. James Renwick refused to ac- 
cept the Roval clemency which would have pre- 
served his life and living for a seemingly small 
concession, some of his brethren who had ac- 
cepted asked him, Do you not believe that 
we can vet de saved aud yet comply with the 
requirements!“ he replied, ‘‘Ob, yes! On, yes! 
Far be it from me to limit the mercy of God!“ 

„Well,“ they answered, is not this enough? 
What more do you want than the salvation of 
your soul?“ No! no!“ was the reply, That 
is not enough! I want to honor my Lord and 
Master!“ 

And he died a painful and ignominious death 
rather than make a false profession. He would 
neither speak nor live a lie for life and a good 
living, with salvation thrown ju; and yet he 
never dreamed that be could reach Heaven on 
any other plea than that of the thief on the 
Cross,—divine mercy. ‘ ' 

With this school of religionists getting one’s 
soul saved is only a part of a Christian’s busi- 
ness in lite. Salvation is fruit growing on a tree 
whose roots and branches run through all the 
ramifications of this world and all other worlds, 
and sv all subjects of human interest come into 
their pulpit discussions, and this bas a tendency 
to Au sense of duty in ali rela- 
tions of life. 

The, pastor under whom I was educated was 
Dr. John Black, of Pittsburg, fathe™ of Col. 
Sam Black, who fell fighting for the Union at 
the battle of Fair Oaks, where he ana his regi- 
ment were literally cut to pieces, and also of 
Mrs. Rodman, widow of Genu. Rodman, who 


honestly that business men looked on and said: 
There is not one man in 10,000 improving their 
own property who could use the money so eco- 
nomically and wisely.’ 


have known that his wife never would bare 
used a dollar of money that eame with dis- 
honor, and that she could always ive inside his 
income, no matter how small this micht be; 
that a last year’s bonnet had no terrors for her, 
but a stain of dishonesty large as a fly-speck 
would ruin the costliest set of diamonds. If 
women of this stamp were sufficiently numer- 
ous, we would have few, if any, defauiters; and 
if our pulpits were teaching hotesty more and 
sensational piety less, society would not, could 
not, be the rotten thing it is to-day. 

From Dr. Black's pulpit-teachings I learned 
a very large part of all the little I have ever 
known of political economy, science, and bis- 
tory. Two of his sons died in the Christian 
ministry. One of his daughters, Mrs. Wiler, as 
a preacher’s wife. taught agriculture and house- 
hold economy, down in the Egypt of this State, 
and was thought to have accomplished as much 
for the benefit of the people as her husband, whose 
mimstry was said to be blessed. Another 
daughter, Mrs. McClelland, raised nine chil- 
dren, all useful members of society. This con- 
gregation never furnished a defaulter or a 
Rebel; and one man now living in Chicago, the 
son of a member, wasin sixty battles and one 
hundred skirmishes of the War of the Rebellion, 
and defended a bridge against Rebels until bis 
command was almost annibilated. 

It was Scotch Covenanters who issued the first 
American Declaration of Independence, down in 
North Carolina; and from first to last their re- 
ligion runs into all the affairs of this life. 

This being the kind of religious teaching to 
which | was accustomed in early life, and Dr. 
Black being remarkable, even in that Church, 
for practical preaching, it is not strange that, iu 
late years, I have seldom braved the carbonic- 
acid gas of the pews for anything likely to be 
found in pulpits; but sometimes I do go to 
church hoping to find something that will com- 
pensate for the poison | must inhale. 

ln this hope I went to the Presbyterian Church 
of Swissvale in the summer of 1877. The preach- 
er took his text from the writings of Paul, as a 
matter of course, for that splitter of theological 
hairs is about the only one of the sacred writers 
from whom a modern preacher can get a sub- 
ject sufficiently abstruse to display his logical 

egerdemain. It was But they, measuring 
themselves by tnemselves, and comparing them- 
selves among themselves, are not wise.“ 

Ove could almost have fired a musxet-ball 
from the church-door to a large workshop from 
which some hundred bands had recently been 
dismissed,—thrown out of work on account of 
traudulent work which ruined the vaiue of the 

roverty. The case had been the subject of 
egal investigation. The innocent were suffer- 
ing with the guilty. Men were loafing, or steal- 
ing, or painfully hunting work, and their fami- 
lies suffering; plenty of work to be done and 
idle men refusing such wages as employers 
could give without positive loss! Another mus- 
ket-shot from that stands the coal-bank mouth, 
where Oatman was shot to death for doing his 
duty, his murderers sheltered by their accom- 
plices, and vot a jury in the county that dare 
convict them on any evidence; and in that sermon 
was not one word about the importance of a 
stable measure,—a fixed standard of right and 
wrong us appiving to the affairs of this life. 

All around the reverend speaker seethed and 
boiled the turbulence, and discontent, and ruf- 
fianism which culminated in the Jaly riots about 
six weeks after; and that sermon would have 
been just as appropriate in any other part of 
the world where a small congregation was la- 
boring to pay achurch deot and a high salary 
to the speaker. It was all about spiritual gifts 
and craces, and the duty of building up the 
church. 

Last summer! went tothe Congregational 
Church iv Princeton of this State. The fathers 
of that town had built a school-house and sunk 
a well and cesspool in such close proximity that 
the contents mingled. Children were poisoned 
by drinking the water; diphtheria broke out and 
spread as an epidemic, and the preacher enjoin- 
ed his hearers to see the hand of the Lord in the 
death of the murcered little ones, and be re- 
signed to the will of Providence. 

In the autumn, while visiting in Bureau Coun- 
ty, [ went to the Congregational Church of La- 
Moille, and the preacher read the twelfth chap- 
ter of First Corinthians, which, so far as it speaks 
of the Church, treats of a condition of things 
which has entirely passed away. There are no 
miraculous gifts now, and no pretension to any ; 
but the allegory of the body, and the duty of 
each member to do its appropriate duty, makes 
it one of the most werful lessons to 
order that it is poss to conceive; but all this

There is no 
hint of the immortal “vine” growing ont in 
the open air, offering refreshment and rest to 
weary wayworn pilgrims, wichout asking them 
to do some impossible thing, or to wound their 
consciences by saying thev have done what they 
cannot do, Faith in Christ is à very simple 
thing; but, as it has been explained te theo- 
logians, is of all things most ineomprehbensibie ; 
but doing justly, loving mercy, aud walking 
humbly with God, is something thatfall moder- 
atelv sane people can understand: and when a 
church confines ber labors to the business of in- 
creasing her membership and her teachings to 
merely theological queetions, she has betrayed 
ner trust, as the “little leaven which is to 
leaven the whole lump,”’ as the standard-bearer 
of the Author oi the Moral Law, and governor 
of the worid. A man who does not reach out- 
siders and make them better without convert- 
ing them to his creed, preaches in a bottle, and 
isa bottled preacher, quite unworthy to take 
the name of Him who left us the Sermon on the 
Mount.

Japan has fifteen Protestant missions and 161 


missionaries, including wives. Of mission sta- 


tions there are ninety-four, and of organized 
churches forty-four. 

Bishop McLaren has appointed to-day as Hos- 
pital (Sunday throughout the diocese. The of- 
ferings will be devoted to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
which isin pressing need of substantial dona- 
tions. 

Missionaries whom the American Associations 
have sent into Africa during the past year have 
endured the climate better than was exoected. 
At Good Hope twenty-two members have been 
added to the church. 


A branch of the Mennonites, called the 
Evangelical Mennonites, has decided to expel 
from the Church any member wbo gets his life 
insured. Two ministers, refusing to be gov- 
erned by the rule, have been excommunicated. 


The English Weslevan Methodists formed in 
1872 a denominational insurance company, with 
a capital of $125,000. Nearly two-thirds of the 
connectional property is insured in it. The 
income last year was $15,000, and the loss about 
$3,000.

The 
services commenced Wednesday morping, and 
will close Tuesday evening, next week About 
forty clergymen, principally from Wisconsin, 
Illinois, and Michigan, are in attendance, among 
whom are the Rev. H. A. Preus, the venerable 
President of the Joint Synod. and the Rev. J. 
B. Frich, President of the Eastern District. 
Sessions are held irom 8:30 to 11:80 a. m., and 
from 2:30 0 5 b. m. Wednesday evening the 
Rev. H. A. Preus delivered, in the Rev. Junl’s 
church, an excellent pastoral sermon from Eph., 
iv., 15. ineulcating the duty and importance of 
speaking the truth in love. Thursday evening 
was devoted toa public discussion, at the same 
church. of the apostolic exhortation contained 
in Eph., v., A. 

The most important and to the general pub- 
lic most interesting work before the Conference 
is a discussion of the Scriptural and Lutberan 
doctrine of the Antichrist. The following is a 
translation of a series of theses drawn up and 
presented by the Halvorseu, of Coon 
Prairie, Wis., and claiming to be a correct ex- 
postion of Scriptures and the symboiical books 
of the Lutheran Church on this subject: 

Thesis J. Before the second advent of Christ. a 
great defection will take place in the Christian 
Church, and Antichrist will be revealed. II. Thes., 
fi, 1: I. Tim., iv., 1; I. John, ii., 18, 19. 

Thesis II. The Scrivtural Antichrist is not an 
individual person, but rather an ideal person, 
1. e., the term Antichrist is a collective name. 
All other Scmptural designations of Antichrist 
(man of sin, son of perdition,”’ that 
wicked. etc.), are likewise to be accepted as col- 
lective names. II. Thes., ii., 17; I. John, U., 18— 
iv., 3, 4; IL. John, vii. 

Thesis III. The power and operation of Anti- 
christ pertain not to secular affairs, but to spiritual 
things. He rules and exercises authority over the 
souls of men within the Christian Church. II. 
Thes., II., 4. 

Thesis IV. False doctrines are the foundation 
of the power of Anti-Christ over souls, and also 
the means by which this power is exercised and 
propagated. 

Thesis V. Other characteristic traits of Anti- 
Christ are: 

(1) Enmity against God, against Christ, against 
the children of God, against divine truth; 

(2) Hypocrisy, or a false, outward show of holi- 


ness; 
(3) Contempt of the divine institution of mar- 


riage; 

(4) Usurpation of divine authority on earth and 
in Heaven; 

(5) Hankeri after temporal power, unlawful 
combinations with secular potentates, and making 
use of the same as agents and instruments for the 
accomplishment of selfish ends: 

(6) Empioyment of signs, lying wonders, false - 
hood, and deceit for the establishment and exten- 
sion Of his dominion. Thes.. II., 9; Rev., xvii., 2. 

is VIZ. Wuxrgas, All the above-enumerated 
characteristics which Scripture ascrioes to Anti- 
Christ are found concentrated, as it were, in 
Papacy ; 

‘HEREAS, In the Papal Church more than else- 
where false doctrine has been systematicaily de- 
veloped and organized in direct opposition to the 
divine truth, which was proclaimed by the 
Reformation: therefore, 

Resolved, Fuat Papacy, i. ., the Papal office 
and inscitution, is the true and proper Anti-Christ 
predicted in the Holy Scriptures,

THE DRAMA. 


CHICAGO. 
WHIMS AND ODDITIES. * 
Properly speuking, it is not drama that we 
hate beeu witnessing this last week, but a world 
ot whiais and oddities that have usurped the 
place of that which we are accustomed to name 
“the legitimate.” Variety performances of 
many sorts, trom the worn-out song-and-dance, 
the pretty-as-a-picture specimen, the solemn 
diog clatterer, and the merry darkey buffoon, 
up to the wild, delightful nonsense of the 
Weathersby Froliques, have occupied the stage 
for a week, with every evidence of having ful- 
filled their mission. Fashion has thronged the 
opera, and there has been a large residue of 
patronage, minus the kid gloves, to 
keep the other, pots boiling. There are 
bine theatres runuing in the city, and 
most of them are enjoying a fair share of public 
support, which may be indicative of the passing 
away of bard times. Whethera reaction may 
presently take place in favor of something that 
is not wholly made up of frolic it is impossible 
to say, but in the meanwhile it is very evident 
that Momus is the presiding genius of our 


local theatrical world. 
The Weathersby Froliques have made a most 
empbatic hit here, and it was rather unexpected, 
too, since they came right in the wake of a suc- 
cession of comic performances of the same class. 
It is not too much $00 say that they are the best 
of their kind that have yet appeared this season, 
and that their entertainment is thoroughly sat- 
isfyiug to any one who desires to set down fora 
couple of hours in an uncritical frame of mind 
and split his sides with laughter. The piece in 
Which these very amusing personages appear 
cannot be dignified with the name of comedy, or 
even burlesque, and it would be a remarkably 
stupid affair unless conducted by such a spirited 
and well trained company as this has proved to 
be. Nat Goodwin, who is the head and front of 
the little party, is possessed with a spirit of 
humor that bas little or nothing of the clown 
element in it. Some time ago it was remarked 
that he was becoming a mere imitator of Crane, 
and even yet there is an occasional trace 
of these mannerisms in bis acting. But he 
is getting out of them and developing 
very rapidly into a comedian of his own school. 
His mimicry of other actors is wonderfully ex- 
act, but this kind of talent is one too easily ac- 
uired by persons of mediocre ability to be re- 
Ned upon as an evidence of merit. Goodwin is 
perhaps the best imitator we have seen for many 
days, but be is something better than that; he 
1s a born humorist, and au artist who knows in- 
tuitively how to produce effects. For so young 
a man he has certainly achieved a rare success 
in bis profession, and he gives promise of devel- 
oping something finer than ¢an be exhibited in 
these drolleries which appear to be the main 
pastime of the hour. Miss Weathersby contrib- 
utes some very pleasant bits of entertain- 
ment in this extravaganza, and retains her 
popularity with the audience. Her sister, Miss 
Jennie Weathersby, is, however, the most pro- 
nounced female feature of the piece. Her ex- 
traordinary make-up, and her equally extraor- 
dinars deportment as the What Js It,“ consti- 
tute as comical a portraiture as we have ever 
seen. The house shrieks with laughter until 
the sides ache. Witn the debut of the fairy 
the interest of the piece culminates. Au at- 
tempt has been made, with some success, to 
alter the remainder of the farce so as to keep 
up the fun, but it would Le better, perhaps, to 
let the curtain fall upon that tremendous ‘joke, 
and not endeavor to prolong the agony. 
Nick Roberts’ Humpty Dumpty Company, 
with its two Grimaidis, have played toa fair 
business during the week at erly’s Theatre. 
There is a controversy going on between Rob- 
erts and Tony Denier as to which of the two 
proprietors have the right to use the name of 
Grimaldi. The name is not, and cannot be, pat- 
ented, any more than the name of clown. It 
belonged to the original Joseph, who made the 
name famous all over the world. The name of 
Grimaldi has in fact becomea synonym for 
clown, and since Mr. Roberts chose to dub 
George Adams first as one of them, there 
seems no reason why he should not 
plaster the same title over the names 
of any other clowns he employs. The

has bad the effect of restricting their feats to a 
few of the less seemingly dangerous perform- 
ances.

MODJESK A, 
MBR NEW PALACE-CAR, ETC. 
From Our Own Corretpon dent. 

New York, Nov. 21.—Mr. “ Harry” Sargent, 
the theatrical manager, is never quite so happy 
as when originating some idea that will strike 
public attention, and at the same time suit his 
own fastidious and luxuriant tastes. Not even 
when taking in the box receipts, or making a 
specially good contract, does he find equal 
pleasure. Something new and brilliant,—some- 
thing that no manager has thought to dobefore, 
—that is his study and delight. And so it came 
to pass that the Modjeska”’ palace-car was 
built at a cost of $9,000, and on Sunday night 
last sent forth upon its journey over the Conti- 
nent; so it is that the Countess Bozenta and her 
supporting company travel as no theatrical com- 
pany ever traveled before them. If the Mod- 
jeska car is an advertising catch, it is all the 
same a fine thing for the company, anda con- 
venience that any traveling manager will in- 
stantly appreciate, if not imitate. 

Not only the idea, but the plans and designs 
for its carrying out beiong to the manager. 
Anybody who has visited Mr. Sargent’s apart- 
ments at the Tremont, on Broadway, knows 
his skill in design. The rooms are exquisitely 
and artistically furnished in the modern style, 
the wall paper, curtains, and upholstery all 
matching. Everything in the suite was made 
after Mr. Sargent’s drawings, and the turniture 
is so unique and beautiful that the manufac- 
turers besought the privilege to duplicate. 
Among the characteristic features of this city 
establishment are a shooting-galicry, a private 
pantry filled with china decorated in harmony 
with the dining-room appointments, and an 


ebony mantel fairly loaded down with photo- 


graphs of the theatrical celebrities of the time. 


Among the works of art on the walle, oth 
which were presented to the manager by his 
artist friends, the piece chiefly prized is a section 
of a panel representing the people of all nations, 
the work of Godebsky, of Paris, who added to 
this gift a bust of Washington which is a far 
more accurate portrait than those commonly 
known in this country. 

In the appointments of the palacecar the 
same taste and extravagance are shown. Mr. 
Sargent was evidently born to spend millions, 
aud he means to fulüll his mission as nearly as 
circumstances will aliow. He does nothing in 
half-way style. The exterior of the car is paint- 
ed a rich wine color. On the central side- panel 
is the name 
„ obinskA, COUNTESS OF BOZENTA.” 
Above the windows is the line Modjesika and 
Company. J. Sargent, Manager.” The 
woodwork and hangings of the interior are rich 
and beautiful. Inthe mauager’s private office 
and in Modjeska’s saloon and boudoir the floors 
are covered with Persian rugs. Besides these 
apartments, at the other end of the car is a 
smoking-room. The berthain the main room 
nicely aceommodate the twenty members of the 
company. ‘The most attractive apartment, of 
course, is Mme. Modjeska's saloon, which is 
seven feet square, and furnished ag sumptuoas- 
ly as the space will permit. The furniture in- 
cludes. two fauteulls, chairs, a toilet-stand, 
double berth, and four mirrors, one of them 
three feet in length. Adjoining this 
is her lavatory and toilet-room, elegantly 
fitted up with every convenience. Between 
these rooms and the main section is the man. 
aver’s office, not less cozy and elegant. Special 
attention was uiven to the lighting and ventila- 
tion. The windows in the private saloon and 
office are of etched piate-glass, the curtains 
throughout of blue and guid, with a second cur- 
tain of damask terry. ‘The frescoing aud deco- 
ration are as fastefui and finely finished as any 
work the Wagner Company has produced. 

‘The conveniences of the new pian are obvious. 
Much of the traveling has to be done by night, 
the start being trade after midbight. Having 
their car always in readiness, the members of 
the company can go from the theatre to their 
berths, and get a full night’s rest, waateverthe 
bours of arrival or departure. Had the com- 
pany gone up to Albauy in the usual way; they 
would have been wandering botelward at 2 
o’clock iu the night, As it was, they slept on 


undisturbed till morning. 
MR. SARGENT BELIEVES 

he can do better by taking an entire company 
with “him, and playing independently of the 
stock companies. odjeska has hitherto been 
severely tried by her support, and not 
less in New York than elsewhere. The new 
company will at least learn the roles thorough- 
ly and become familiar with her methods. The 
leading gentieman is Mr. Clements, who was 
much too harstily criticised upon his first a 

earance here, and whose acting was thought 
yetter of when others had been substituted for 
him. There is another foreigner, Mr. Mantelly 
a young actor, who onty arrived in this country 
a fortmght ago, under engagement with Mr. 
Sargent. The other gentlemen include J. W. 
Carroll, stage-manager, W. J. Ferguson, R. G. 
Wilson, Edwin Clancy. and J. H. Miller. The 
ladies inciude Miss Alice Brooks, 1 3 
Fannehill, Miss Charlotte Adams, Miss Ella 
Stockton, Miss Ethel Kemson, and Miss Joseph- 
ine Bailey. Nearly all of the members are from 
thie city. 

The Modjeska tour includes all the principal 
cities as far west as St. Louis. and south to New 
Orleans. After a week in Albany, and another 
in Trov, Syracuse, aud Rochester, two nights in 
each place, a longer stop will be made at Buffalo. 
Then Toronto, Cleveland, Pittsburg, Baltimore, 
and Washington. Chicago is reserved until 
nearly the close of the season, and the finish of 
the long trip will probably be made there. 

A MANAGER'S LIFE 

is a crowded one, and the manager earns all he 
makes, and often a deal more. From morring 
til! midnight there is no cessation of the de- 
mand for time, money, situations, or tickets 
and especially tickets. I happened to pass a 
couple of hours in Mr. Sargent’s rooms the 
other day, and the time he could find for private 
conversation did not exceed ten minutes. If 
it was not one thing it was another. Meai-time 
was the same to the callers, apparently, and the 
matiager never expects to sit down, as other 
people do, to an undisturbed dinner. The busi- 
ness was dispatched instantly, and the catirg 
done at intervals. Telegrams about engage- 
ments, messages from the printer, mabagers 
wishing to engage the great Modjeska fora 
tour of Michigan, half-a-dozen applications for 
seats from parties not having even the remotest 
claim to such a gift—these were a few of the m- 
terruptions of a single meal. Added to this 
was the presence of an agent for an illustrated 
paper, who was bound to secure an order fcr 
Modjeska’s appearance in a wood-cut, and who 
settled himself and partook of the manager's 
hospitality as if he meant to stay and bourd it 
out until be got what hé did not ask, but rather 
demanded. And when a moment of quiet was 
obtained by giving the order as the only means 
of escape, in came the Count, Modjeska’s hus- 
band, to see about a new piano, ana get a ciga- 
rette. 
‘Thomas, give the Count a cigarette,” ex- 
claimed the wearied but imperturbable mana- 
ger, turning withasmile to his guest. You see 
how it goes—always thesame. Why, up in Baf- 
falo—well, Buffalo is the worst place I ever got 
into for newspaper men. They used to come 
to my room at3in the morning, when they bad 
got the paper to press, and wake me up to let 
them come in and drink my wine and smoke 
Modjeska’s @garettes. Very entertaining jour- 
nalists in Buffalo, I can tell you.” 

THE COUNT BOZENTA, 
otherwise known as Modjeska’s husband, ac- 
companies bis brilliant wife on ber journeys. 
His principal service is to take good care of her 
favorite pug Kentucky,“ and see that no harm 
comes to him. The Count is a little man 
with large intelligence, and an English accent 
and inflection very like those of the Madame. 
He is an enthusiastic student of politics, social 
economy, music, and the drama. A close ob- 
server, witb a considcrable journalistic experi- 
ence in his own country, where the papers are 
personal and party orgaus rather than news- 
papers, the Count oceupics himself during bis 
travels in comparing our political and social in- 
stitutions with those of the European countries 
in which he has journeyed. Next to his cigarette 
the Count likes a En listener, and, finding 
such, shows himself to be a good converser, 
using English accurately aud fluently. When 
he has nobody to talk to, and tires of observing 
new places, he puts his impressions of America 
on paper and sends them toa French journal of 
which he is a correspondent. The Count’s son, 
who promises to become an excellent pianist, is 
now at school in Paris. 

Mr. Haverly’s “ gigantic ” 
forty „star“ periormers is drawing large 
houses in the interior of the State. The inde- 
fatigable. Haverly, who has half-a-dozen enter- 
prises on his hands, told a friend the other day 
that he was making money out of all of them.

THE CHURCH MBDDLE. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 23.—The Episcopalian 
Diocesan Convention has come and gone, and 
the explosion which was anticipated did not oc- 
cur. The trouble about the Cathedral was post- 
poned, and in the quarre! over Trinity Mission 
the Bishop’s party prevailed. The last question 
came first, on a motion to admit as a member 
of the Convention the Kev. Ritchie, the young 
clergyman who officiates at the Trinity Mission. 
You must understand that St. John's Parish, of 
which the Rev. Dr. Keene is Rector, was estab- 
lished on the South Side thirty vears ago. St. 
Paul’s Parish was established a little earlier on 
the East Side. St. James’ Parish came consid- 
erably later on the West Side. Recently the 
Bishop established Trinity Mission on the South 
Side, within what Dr. Keene claims as 
the exclusive territory of St. John's 
Parish, without the consent of the 
Parish or Rector. There has been hostility to 
the new mission ever since upon the part of Dr. 
Keene and his adherents, and this has animated 
some of the opposition to the Cathedral pian, 
of which a full account was given in THE 1 RIB- 
UNE correspondence a few weeks ago. The 
Trinity Mission question, like the Cathedral 
question,—twe ugly sores,—were nursed along 
by being postponed till the Diocesan Convention 
should meet, when an excited and angry pro- 

meeting was anticipated over both. The 
question about the Mission, as stated, came up 
early on the question of admitting the officiating 
‘clergyman to the Convention. The protest of 
Dr. Keene was a long, able, argumentative, and 
somewhat vituperative document, and it was 
conclusive on the point that there was no au- 
thority for the erection of a mission within his 
parish; and he inferred that there was there- 
tore no lawful mission, and that the clergyman 
bad no right in the Convention. The brilliant, 
distinguished Dr. De- 
was present, armed 
po . to sustain 
the Bishop's policy on both the disputed ques- 
tions. In reply to Dr. Keene’s argument he 
stated that Trivity Mission was established in 
Milwaukee which was in the adjoin- 
ing Town of Lak beyond the city limits, at the 
time when Dr. Keene’s Parish of St. John was 
erected, and that cofisequently it was not es- 
tablished within the St. John’s parochial terri- 
tory. This quibble was one of the smallest pos- 
sible, and anywhere but in an ecclesiastical 
body would have been received with contempt. 
Ii a person were arraigned for violating a city 
ordinance, and a shyster of a lawyer should at- 
tempt to clear him by showing that when the 
ordinance was adopted the spot where the of- 
fense was committed was outside the city limits 
(though it had been alterward annexed), would 
be told by the Judge to sit down, and the of- 
fender woula probably fare worse in 
his punishment than as if no 
and quibbling defense had 
devised. So, of course, when the territory 
where Trinity Mission is located was attached 
to that part of the city covered by St. John's 
Parish, it was meluded in the parochial charge 
the same as it was brought under the civil ordi- 
nances Ofethe city. But the clergy were 
arrayed to defend the Bishop’s policy whatever 
betide, and, notwithstanding severe opposition, 
it prevailed. The Cathedral question was, after 
u personal appeal by Bishop Welles, postponed 
till the Council next spring. 

This statement of the fact is not intended as 
an assertion that the Bishop’s policy is wrong. 
Probably the people of the South Side need the 
mission. But to defend the action by so shal- 
Jow a quibble was quite unworthy all concerned. 
The Cathedral trouble has been fully explained. 
It was a remarkable fact that all the ablest 
clergy were enlisted on the Bishop's 
side on this question also, except the 
local Fulton, of St. Paul's. Tnroop, 
of St. James’, and Keene, of St. John's. Dr. 
Fulton led the opposition to the Cathedral, and 
much comment was excited by his course, as he 
is a comparatively new-comer to the Diocese, 
and was even stigmatized by some in conversa- 
tion as a carpet-bagger.“ Ibis was unkind 
and unchristian, and cannot lead to eccicsias- 
tical harmony in the future. 


OTHER RELIGIOUS MATTERS. 

The venerable Archbishop Henni is in very 
good health, and performs with regularity 
some of the most laborious duties of his offiee. 
He confirmed several hundred children at the 
Polish Church but a few days ago. 

The Methodist Episcopal Quarterly Conference 
for this district has been in session in this city 
during the week, and adjourned Thursday even- 
ing.

LAW POINTS. 

A sensational lawsuit is likely to grow out of 
a recent insurance case in which the goods were 
80 damaged as to be a total loss by fire. A 
store filled with notions and other goods, each, 
article selling for WW cents, was on Wisconsin 
street, and a fire mysteriously caught a few 
nichts ago, near the stove, doing the damage 
above described. it turned out that the insur- 
ance amounts to $22,000, while suspicious par- 
ties allege that the entire stock pf goods was 
not worth to exceed $7,000. The law of tbis 
State is very explicit that, where property is 
insured, the amount written jin the policy shall 
be regarded as the value of the property and 
measure of loss iv case of its total destruction 
by fire, and the Supreme Court has sustained 
the validity ot this law. Insurance agents 
have had full notice of the statute and 
the court decisions which have been’ 
extensively discussed and published, and, in 
case of crookedpess on the part of the insured, 
have only themselves to blame. 

Tue Hon. Emil Wallber bas been appointed 
by Judge Small Court Commissioner, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the lamented death of. Col. 
E. M. Hunter. Mr. Waliber has been City- 
Attorney for four years past. and will be a goud 
officer. There were a dozen applicants for this 
place, even before Col. Hunter’s tuneral, sev- 
eral months ago, but Judge Small properly re- 
buked their haste and indecency by declaring 
that he would not make tue appointment till 
time had elapsed sufficient to allow of proper 
exhibition uf respect to the dead.

An important decision has been rendered by 
Judge Dyer, of the United States Court of this 
District, to the effect that the United States law 
in relation to trade-marks is unconstitutional, 
being in excess of the delegated power of Con- 
gress, and hence that the Federal Court bas 
not jurisdiction of suits for violations of trade- 
marks between citizens of the same State. 

The new Revised Statutes which went into 
effect the Ist inst. have been very generally dis- 
tributed, and are in the hands, geuerally, of 
public officers and attorneys. 


POLITICAL MENTION. 

There is an effort being made to procure a 
registry law which will apply to city elections as 
well as to general elections. Heretofore a 
registration of voters has been had only for 
geueral elections, and the elections for ward and 
city officers have been held untrammeled by its 
restrictions. The present State Registry law is 
undoubtedly an awkward and cumbersome 
burden on the suffrage, and in some of its parts 
it is cvidently unconstitutional, for it entirely 
excludes in some instances lawful voters from 
the ballot-box. A singular case in the First 
Ward at the recent election illustrated this fact. 
Dr. T. W. Williams gave his name to the 
registers at their sitting previous to clection; a 
man named R. W. Williams gave his name at 
the same time, and in the hurry and con- 
fusion one of them was omitted. On 
election-day Dr. I. W. Williams ap- 
peared and offered his vote, but his name 
was not, of course, on the list, and it was 
thought that the R. W. Williams” was in- 
tended for bim, and his vote was about to be 
received on that name when the identical R. 
W. Williams appeared and voted. There was 
no way by law in which the other Williams 
could then vote. A copy of the proposed pew 
law has neen published, and it is decidedly not 
as good as the present onc. 

2 bere is less talk about the contest for the 
seat of E. C. Wail from the First Ward, 
elected to the Assembly on the Democratic 
ticket. W. P. McLaren, the defeated Repub- 
lican candidate, refuses to be a party to the 
contest except upon incontestible evidence of 
fraud. 

Ex-Senator Matt H. Carpenter, it is an- 
nounced, will be at home in about a week to 
take ab active part in the Senatorial campaign. 

As it is conceded that the Chief Clerk of the 
Assembly wül be given to Milwaukee County, 
the Republicans vannot do better than to give 
the office to Dr. C. J. Palme, the veteran editor 
of the Herold. But if a German is not to have 
it, then let it go to Jobn E. Eldred.

Districts of Arizona. 


Further Illustrations of the Wealth 
ot That Section. 


He Is ou His Way Back to Chicago to 
Start His New Enterprise. 


Translated from the Ilinris Staats- Zeitung. 

ort Yuma, Arizona, Nov. 9.—In my last let- 
ter from Tucson 1 promised to write again from 
Globe City, but business engagements prevent- 
ed my keeping my promise. I have just arrived 
here, and as | cannot get away before evening I 
will at least begin the promised letter, even if I 
have to finish it some other time. 

Oct. 25 { arrived in Globe City on my return 
from Tucson. I had come to the conclusion to 
rive the Globe district the preference should 1 
succeed in forming the desired business connec- 
tions. According to my best judgment, the mines 
in the Gdobe district are as good as, if not bet- 
ter than, those situated in the southern regions 
of Arizona. The veinaof the ore are perhaps 
not as large, but they are, judging from appear- 
ances, considerably richer. If the climateis taken 
into consideration, the Globe district is vastly 
preferable to Southern Arizona. Work need 
need not be stopped on a single day throughout 
the entire year on account of the weather. 
During the summer the daysare, of course, very 
warm, but, the nights being cool, relief is afford- 
ed. The water is very good and availabie for 
all purposes. Wells for family use need not be 
sunk over thirty feet deep: for manufacturing 
purposes an ample water-supply is found by 
boring from sixty to 100 feet. The Pinal Moun- 
tains contain timber enough for several years to 
come, and furnish fire as well as building mate- 
rial. A saw-mill has been running there for 
over a year. 

As indicated in former letters, I had made 
arrangements with Messrs. Buck & Hayse to 
enter into business with them, provided I could 
raise the necessary capital in Chicago or else- 
where. These gentlemen had sold the Julius 
Mine to St. Louis parties, but the sale was made 
void, as I learned on my return from Tucson, 
by the failure of the purchasers to comply with 
the terms of the sale. Since 1 had not seen all 
the property owned by Messrs. Buck & Hayse 
before I started for Tucson, I gladly accepted 
their invitation to accompany them on 

A TOUR THROUGH THE MOUNTAINS. 

The mountains are at present reached only by 
following an old Indian trail, and, since our ob- 
jective point was about twenty miles distant 
from Globe, it became necessary to spend at 
least one night camping out. We started early 
in the morning on horseback; our provisions 
were carried by a donkey. The little patient 
animal was loaded down with a perfect camp- 
ing outfit, and with provisions in such quantity 
as if we were starting ou a month’s journey 
through the wilderness. The way to the Pinto 
River, from which the entire district derives?tts 
name, led us through the Copper Canon. The 
name indicates that copper is found there; but 
nowhere had I been told, nor had I read in any 
of the works on Arizona, that copper was to be 
found in this part of the world. 
However, I soon found, the cauon 
got its name for good reasons. After a ride of 
about two hours we saw at the eptrance of the 
canon a pointed rock, surmounting tbe hiils 
like a pyramid, of a very peculiar appearance. 
I was not a little surprised to find that this rock 
was nothing less than copper ore, the greenish 
hue of which produced in the bright sunlight a 
really beautiful effect. My companions, who 
are acquainted with every foot of ground in 
this vicinity, having repeatedly explored these 
canons and hills, called my attention to enor- 
mous quantities of copper-ore cropping out of 
the ground all around the pyragjd. But little 
blasting is required to mme all this 
ore read for the market. The only trouble is, 
so far, the great cost of transportation, making 
the mining of ore whieh does not contain a very 
considerable percentage of silver or gold rather 
unprofitable for the present. Both metals are, 
however, found very frequently with the copper 
ore in this vicinity. I took two pieces of cop- 
per ore from two different mines and bad them 
assayed; the one contained 71 per cent of cop- 
per and 102 ounces of silver per ton; the other, 
43 per cent of copper, 15 ounces of silver, and 
$2.50 in gold. So far, not a single copper-mine 
has been worked, but after the completion of 
the railway this branch of industry will un- 
doubtedly also be developed. 

The ride through the CopperjCanon took us 
over an hour; during the time I had frequent 
occasion to observe that wherever we passed 
stagnant water it was of a dark-green color, and 
that all the stones and rocks over which water 
was flowing were as green as if they had been 
painted. 

Along towards night we reached 

OUR CAMPING-GROUND. 

The horses and the donkey were freed of their 
load, and Mr. Hayse proceeded to prepare sup- 
per after he and the rest of the company, had 
braced them up with a drop of rot- 
Cut.“ The supper tasted splendidly. 
During the nigut felt that 
the cold season was at-hand, and 
found it necessary to wrap my biankets tichtly 
around me; when I awoke in the mor niug my 
ice-coated beard reminded me that frost is no 
stranger even to Arizona. 

Immediately after davbreak we took coffee, 
and then started again for home, but not the 
same way we bad come, for we wanted to see 
another mine owned by the gentlemen, called 
the Rowen Mine. About a year ago my triends, 
while on a tour of exploration through the 
mountains, found on the ground two E of 
ore, each weighing about two pounds, which 
they immediately recognized as gold ore. They 

the ieces assayed and found 
the ove indicating $44,000 in gold and $16,000 
in silver, the other indicating $10,000 in gold 
and between $300 aud $400 in silver per ton. 
They have since been diggivg cousidcrably to 
get at the source of this rich ore, but have so 
far not succeeded in finding any vein of gold. 
They bave, however, struck a vein of silver 
which it would pay very well to work ifa 
wagon-road should be built. This discovery of 
gold created no little stir on the Pacific coast at 
the time. It is rather peculiar that several 
similar instances have occurred in the Globe 
district, and one feels inclined to suppuse that 
under the surface more of this ore must 
be in eXistence, 

Before returning to Globe, we went a little 
out of our way to see the 

* LOST GULCH”? MINES, 
where, in the bed of a small stream, 
goid dust has been found for several years, and 
where, about a year ago, a German discovered a 
gold mine, which he now works in company 
witha Mr. Dempsey. As they have no ma- 
chinery, they work on the old Mexican plan, 
which yields them ouly 40 or 50 per cent of the 
real value of their ore. The owuers are, how- 
ever, weil pleased with the results obtained 
thus far. hey bave sunk a shaft about fifty 
feet deep, and run from it two tunnels, each 
between thirty and forty feet loug. 

The Lost Gulch district comprises about two 
square miles. It bids fair to yield great treas- 
ures, provided the miners have sufficient capital 
to work their fluds and to build mills in which 
their ore can be reduced. That gold is found 
there is shown by the fact of Mr. Leihdolf send- 
ing some $300 worth every weck to Hise & Snry- 
ock in Globe City, which he gets out with the 
help of only three men. 

The next morning we started to visit the 
Julius, Chloride, and Dunderburg Mines, the 
property of Buck & Hayes. The Juiius and 
Chioride Mines adjoin each other, and 
cover a space of about feet long 
by 1,500 feet wide. The Dunderberg 
is a continuation of the Julius; giving the lat- 
teran area of 600 by 3,000 feet, and to the 
Chloride an area or 1,500 by 300 feet. These 
mines were discovered some nine months ago 
by finding some very rich pieces of ore on the 
surface. The Julius and the Chloride are 
situated on the northern face of a very steep 
hill rising about 1,000 feet above a well-timbered 
plain, that also contains plenty of water. The 
Dunderberg runs from the north side over the 
top of the hill in a southeasterly direction. 
‘Tuese three mines do not run out into the sur- 
face, but they are what the miners term blind 
veins. The lucky discoverers went for that hill 
like moles, and after persistent digging they 
were rewarded by finding a vein which prom- 
ised a rich yield. They immediately sunk a 
small, narrow shaft and three small, narrow 
tunnels, just big enough for one man to work 
~ — holes, by which the rock might be 

asted. 


They very soon struck the richest ore ever 
found in the Globe district. At present the 
shaft is but forty feet deep, with tunnels but 
twenty-five feet long; yet the owners claim 
to have taken from them alread 
over $25,000 worth of ore, of whi 
some $12,000 worth is still held by them. 
I shall bring two pieces with me, taken 
from the Julius and the Chloride Mines. The 
ore uf the former contains some copper; that

the latter a large amount of chloride of silver, 
which led to giving the mine its name. The 
citizens of Chicago will be astonished when I 
show them a piece of ore weighing but 106 
We which is estimated to be worth over 

‘his mine, with a great many others, I have 
secured under very favorable terms; and, 
if lam not greatly mistaken, any company 
working them must have large gains. 1 
am told on all sides that the Julius 
Mine promises better than the Stonewail 
Jackson Mine yielded when it was fn about the 
same stage ot development. The Stonewall 
cannot now be bought for less than halia 
million. 

After having arranged our business and passed 
the necessary papers, I took leave of my many 
friends in Globe and 

STARTED ON MY JOURNBY HOME 

on the morning of Nov. 4. The evening before, 
while engaged in packing up my thins, | was 
surprised by a very agreeable case, which | can- 
not let pass unnoticed, since it will please my 
friends as it pleased me. Mr. Charles 
Soyer, a German, and a _ graduate ‘ of 
the Freiberg Mining School, the owner 
and conductor of an assay-oflice in Globe rise 
well acquainted with the mining property 
had just acquired, came to me with the re- 

uest to admit him asthe first subscriber for 
2,000 in the company about to be organized by 
me. My surprise at this unexpected offer, 
which was substantiated on the spot by his in- 
sisting on my taking the securities for the 
mobey at once, was so great, I could hardly 
cuutrol my emotion. I hope this incident will 
encourage the citizens of Chicago to join me 
in my enterprise, whose success depends en- 
tirely om my ability to organize a company. 

Late in the evening of Nov. 5 1 arrived at 
Flotence, the county seat of Pinal County, to 
which the Globe district also belongs. It was 
the night of the election, and I was not a little 
surprised at the amount of excitement 1 found 
going on. Theentire city seemed up and in 
arms. Party lines are not known here; every- 
body runs independent, and on his own merits, 
and for every office there was a number ol can- 
didates in the field. Mr. Hise, of Globe, was a 
candidate for Supervisor; ashort time before 
my departure from Globe I had, at the request 
ot a great many, spoken ata meeting in bis 
favor; he carried Florence by a large a 
I mention this fact as a great many of Mr. 
liise’s triends live in Chicago. 

The next day, Nov. 6, I had to stayin Florence 
to settleup some business. and for the first 
time in two months did I see a cloudy sky. 
Towards noon it began torain, andit really 
kept raining all the rest of the day. The fol- 
lowing morning when I left Florence a new 
surprise awaited me—the tops of the Pinal 
Mountains were covered with snow! 

THE JOURNEY TO YUMA, 
which lasted three long days and two still 
longer nights in the mail-coach, was as dreary 


pas it was tedious and uninteresting, still it was 


less burdensome than it was two months before. 
The raia had fallen over some sixty miles of 
the road. and so we did not have to suffer from 
the dust as we did beiore. 

We again passed in the vicinity in Maricopa 
through villages of the Pima Indians. On my 
journey out I had seen but a few Indians, and 
their cabins preseuted a desolate appearance. 
But now they swarmed with Indians; they all 
seemed busy in getting ready for the winter. 
Several cabins were unroofed, apparently for 
the reason that they were to be provided with 
new roofs. I also saw a number of Indians on 
horseback,—a really splendid sight. These 
fellows are as straight as arrows, and 
carry themselves elegantly in the saddle. 
They generally wear red flannel 
shirts, over which their raven-black 
hair hangs down very long, sometimes two or 
three feet. They hardly ever wear any head- 
covering, for their hair is their pride. No hand- 
somer sight can be imagined than that offered 
by those sous of the wilderness when they rush 
iu the bright sunlight at lightning speed ou 
their fine horses through the prairie, their long 
hair floating in the air. 

Near Yuma I also noticed, to my surprise, la- 
borers engaged in constructing the railroad. 
The Southern Pacific Company intends to com- 
plete this winter the roadbed from Yuma to 
Maricopa Wells. some forty miles west of Flor- 
ence, and have the rails laid. That will un- 
doubtedly vastly advance the development of 
Arizona. 

Up to Maricopa the road is miserable, the 
country desolate, and the land worthless. At 
last [got to Yuma. Before starting from there 
I had the good luck to see au Arizona circus 
compaoy parade through the streets. There 
were five horses in the procession, and a camel 
carrying on his back an old he-goat. The pro- 
cession was led by five musicians, who beat the 
Chinese I had heard in San Francisco by a good 
deal in the matter of discordant sounds, and 
the tail-end of the procession was formed by 
some fifty naked Indians with their squaws. 
They were an awful, nauseating sight. The 
Yuma lIodians are not supvorted by the Gov- 
ernment, neither do they till the soil, and they 
roam about clo:hed with nothing save an apol- 
oe for a fig-icaf. The men do not look so very 
bad in their airy costumes, but the women look 
shockingly. The men are tall and well-built, 
but the squaws, as a rule, are low in stature, 
flabby, and awfully dirty. 

AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

SAN Francisco, Nov. 16.—On the evening of 
Nov. 9 I boarded a sleeping-car at Yuma for 
my return trip to San Francisco. On the morn- 
ing following I awoke refreshed after a good 
rest. In Los Angeles we made a stop of some 
three hours, and | improved the chance to see a 
little more of this city than I could while pass- 
ing through before. I became agreeably im- 
pressed with the magnificent business-blocks, 
residences, aud with the well-paved streets. 
The residences are generally brick, some dis- 
tance back from the sidewalk, giving them 
handsome front gardens, and I must say that 
the ladies of Los Angeles have availed them- 
selves much of this grand opportunity to dis- 
play their fine floral taste. I found many of 
them engaged in those front gardens making 
bouquets. As the majority of them be- 
longed to the sweet-sixteen class, I sup- 
pose their floral study vas carried 
on for the benefit of members of the stronger 
sex. Roses, geraniums, pinks, and other flow- 
ers, were seen in full blossom,.—sea-roses of the 
size of cabbage-heads displayed their fragrant 
beauty. In one of the streets I noticed the 
carriage-factory of a Mr. Lichtenberger, a broth- 
er of our Chicago Lichtenberger, Iam told. He 
is doing very well, ] am told, and I regret not 
having had the time to call on him. The hand- 
somest church building in the city is the Catho- 
lic Cathedral. When I, by chance, entered it, 
the Bishop was just mounting the pulpit to 
preach to the congregation ;. to judge from his 

ronuaciation, he is a foreigner; by his looks, a 

exican. He spoke from the text: Ren- 
der unto Cesar the things that are 
Cesar’s, and uuto God the things that are 
God's.“ The liberal views he advocated 
in his sermon really surprised me 
He seemed to allude to the Kearney movement, 
for he strongly admonished his hearers to obey 
like good Catholics the laws of the country. 

The church is a large and handsome building, 
standing on a street which boasts of two rows 
ol the handsomest shade-treeslever saw. I 
regretted that my time was so short, and un- 
willingly hurried away to board the train that 
started at 1 p. m., and landed on Noy. 11 in 


splendid condition at San Francisco, My friends 


here wondered at my changed appearance. 
Arizouva’s sun has almost blackened me, and [ 
look somewhat like a half-breed greaser.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 


An Appeal to the Boards of Education of 
the Public Schools of the United States. 
BLoominGton,; Nov. 21.— To the Boards of KA- 

ucation—Sin3: For years my time has been 
given to the practical study of domestie econo- 
my, and my attention has been painfully called 
to the lack of a suitable means of education in 
this all-importast branch of knowledge. 

The girl leaves school, after years devoted to 
studies,—with which we will not quarrel,—but 
wholly incompetent to superintend or manage a 
household, that she may immediately undertake 
after receiving her diploma of scholarship, 
which, I venture to say, is not right. She will 
probably never again have occasion to refer even 
to many of the studies that she has spent years 
in mastering, yet the all-important every-day 
life problem, how to eConomize so as to hve 
within her means and become a useful member 
in ber home, has never, in all the years of her 
school-days, bech even hinted at in the most 
distant possible manner. 

The knowledge that will enable her to com- 
pound on right, scientific principles a nourish- 
ing, digestible meal, that will restore tired 
nature, bad peen ignored; and, by being exclud- 
ed from our schools, domestic economy bas in 
all vast ages bed? most unfashionable. 

The young lady of means has always rather 
looked down upon her (as she thought) less 
fortunate sisters who were by actual neces- 
sity compelled to study out unaided the problem 
of domestic economy by passing through do- 
mestic waste, domestic pant, and, perhaps, 
domestic turmoil, caused DW this very ignorance 
lor which they are really not to blame, as no 
means or opportunity has ever been offered 
them, either at home or at school, to become 
enlignatened. 

As we contemplate the record of mortality 
among our children alone, and think of the 
number that are yearly taken out of our homes 
with folded hands, in which are mockingly 
placed real living flowers, it should teach us 
that there is something radically wrong io the 
domestic economy ot our homes. Nature never 
intended, nor would she make, this slaughter of 
the invocent if every girl were educated in the 
sanitary and domestic knowledge that would 
enable her to keep a healthy atmosphere 
within her home, and to compound as cook what 
her purse could purchase in an appetizing, 
digestible manner. 

As we look abroad throughout our land, and 
bear the constant cry of strikes and distress, do 
we not feel rebuked that this real necessity has 
not long since been met and overcome by giv- 
ing the very best possible information to be 
obtained on this all-important question, How 
to live on the means honestly within our 
grasp?’’ 

Again, as bank after bank collapses, can we 
not learn a wholesome lesson from them, toot 
Has not the extravagance of the officers’ home- 
life been met by taking moueys placed in their 
hands for safe keeping, hoping that something 
would occur to bridge over the chasm of dis- 
honesty before detected? Year after year passes 
on in the same wasteful manner, and a day 
comes when the poor laborer finds himself 
poorer by the robbery of his haru- 
earned gains and the banker, too, 
finds him self still poorer than the 
untortuuate laborer, with wealth gone, honesty 
gone, and an extravagant family to support, 
that cannot boast of a single member that can 
prepare a weli-cooked steak for his table or 
make acup of coffee that would be recognized 
as A drink tit for the gods.“ 

Ine medical student is educated at great 
expense to repair the ravages of disease; and 
to alleviate human sufferings that are in a great 
measure chargeable to badly-conducted home 
sanitary laws, which are disregarded because not 
known; and the same ignorance extends into 
the daily diet. The intelligent, honest 
physician will welcome a general knowledge of 
cooking and of the sanitary laws as his great- 
est auxiliaries in restoring health to his patient. 

The physician that will prescribe medicine of 
the nature of which he is ignorant will most as- 
suredly be regarded as the vilest of quacks; and 

et tue very knowledge that will keep people in 
calch is left entirely to chance, making in 

reality the average housekeeper throughout our 
plentiful land from necessity a more dangerous 
quack than all the professional ones. 

The terrible scourge that has been raging in 
the South for the past few months should make 
us feel that the knowledge bow to keep our 
homes in a healthy condithon, so that we may 
not find it necessary to flee from them in order 
to save our lives, is uo mean knowledge or ac- 

uirement; and is aby one prepared to say that, 
if the sanitary laws that should govern a house 
or a city had been fully known and acted upon 
by the inhabitants of the fever-stricken districts 
of the South, they would have been com- 
pelled to battle with a disease so deadly tbat all 
the science and money of the nations combined 
could not stay its progress until the friendly 
frost came to kill the poison begotten by ig- 
norance and neglected duty? The physicians 
that have passed through aud survived this epi- 
demic will tell you that their greatest unsup- 
plied want has been skilled cooks and nurses, 
and that many have perished that could have 
been saved with suitable nourishment and good 
nursing. 

The health, the temper, consequently the 
happiness, of our famiiies are in the hands of 
our mothers, sisters, and daughters. Then 
should we not give them an education that will 
— them to understandingly perform their 

uty 

Gen. Eaton, United States School Commis- 
sioner, in a letter to me of Aug. 12, says in re- 
lation to Miss Juliet Garson’s Private Cookiug 
School: I have carefully observed the prog- 
ress of instruction in this important depart- 
ment of domestic economy, both here and in 
Europe, hoping that some one might come for- 
ward prepared to promote the establishment of 
cooking-schools in this country.” 

Iu my humble opinion this knowledge can 
never become general except through our pub- 
lic schools. Private cooking-schools are a bless- 
ing, and auswer well for the daughters of the 
wealthy; and it would Dey the laborer to edu- 
cate his family there too; but the man that gets 
only a dollar or a dollarand a half perday, with 
afamily of perhaps six dependent upon him, 
has a use for all his capital without the added 
expense of the tuition to a private school. 

The public schools were organized to educate 
the masses in every-day life knowledge; and 
when we pause to think how all important to 
the future well-being of our country is the food 
of the young, the laborer, the scientist, can we 
longer hesitate to promulgate the knowledge 
necessary to this end, through the only channel 
thatcan reach the people—that will prepare 
their meals, consequently their bone, muscle, 
avd brains? 

With our Boards of Education rests the re- 
sponsibility of saying what shall be studied in 
our public schools; and they are therefore in a 
measure the custodians of our bealth and hap- 
piness. Will you, gentlemen, honored with this 
charge, give the subject your serious attention, 
aud will you make domestic economy a course 
of study in the schools under your immediate 
control! When our young ladies graduate and 
leave school will you see that their long-toiled- 
tor diplomas as distinctly and truly state that 
that they are theoretically as thoroughly edu- 
cated in the fine art of domestie economy as 
they are iu any otberscicnce or accomplishment?! 

Had l wealth to devote to the amclioration 
and advancement of the human family, I should 
not hesitate to give it all to the founding of do- 
mestic schools and chairs in academies and col- 
leges tor the education of the coming women in 
America in this department; ſeelmg. knowing, 
that the successful adjustment of our family 
purse is inseparable from e-ovomy in our family 
laboratory, the kitchen; and that with our 
women rests the larger share of responsibility 
for our future health, goodness, purity, and 
greatness as a nation. 

Gentlemen, I leave this subject in your hands, 
with a prayer that from my crude remarks you 
may, witb your larger experience and influence, 
produce grand results; and that ignorance in 
the management of our houses may be the ex- 
ception instead of the rule.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Nov. 23.—Those of your city read- 
ers who read (and it is to be hoped that the 

number of them did so) your account 
of the opening night of the Decorative Art 
Society’s Exhibition will be surprised to learn, 
from your paper of to-day, that the public do 
not yet manifest great interest in the thousands 
_of beautiful things that are there to be 
“seep. That the attendance would be 
small to begin with was, perhaps, 
to have been expected; but when the 
Chicago public find out that they have a good 
thing that needs patronage they are apt to be 
iiberal in their favors. So far, very few gentle 
men have visited the exhibition rooms, probably 
for the reason that they do not quite understand 
the nature and intention of the affair. It is 
not, to be sure, entirely practical. Chair-making 
and jug-molding as a business is one thing; 
the showtog of furniture, and jugs, and rugs for 
educational purposes, is a very different thing. 
In both aspects they should have the attention 
of cultivated men. It is manly to read Pres- 
cott’s histories, and it is just as manly, and 
quite as improving, to read the Arabian Nights. 
In these rooms is every variety and descrip- 
tion of domestic furniture that can 
possibly be squeezed under the bead of art, but 
they are not prized for their beauty of design 
alone, or beauty of the material, but for long- 
clustering associations, that raise them above 
the common, and distinguish them by senti- 
ment. Many of them afford sabjects for 
poetic description more truly than for the re- 
porter’s pen. 

It is owing to the absence in numerous per- 
sons of all sentiment, the imability to feel the 
poetry that oftentimes is in objects of familiar 
use, that here and there we hear attempts at 
ridicule of those of finer sensibilities, or of 
more cultivated tastes. Charles Lamb could 
write delightfully of “ Old China. Cowper sang 
*The Sofa.” And The Old Arm-Chair has a 
permanent place in American song.

The delightful satirist 
represents the ladies as wearing their patches 
on the right or the left side of the face, accord- 
ing to.their political 1 Whig 
or Tory. Rosalind, a famous Whig partisan, 
has, most unfortunately, a beautiful mole on the 
Tory side of her torehead, which, being 
very conspicuous, has occasioned many mis- 
takes, and given a handle to her enemies to 
misrepresent her face, as though it had revolted 
from the Whig interest. But whatever this 
natural blemish may seem to intimate, it is 
well known that her potions of government are 
still the same. This unlucky mole, however, 
has misled several coxcombs; and, like the 
hanging-out of false colors, made some of them 
converse with Rosalind in what they thought 
the spirit of her party, when on a sudden she 
has sunk them all at once. If Rosalind is unfor- 
tunate in her mole, Nigranilla is unhappy in her 
pimple, which forces her, against ber inclinations, 
to patch on the Waig side.

The beautiful head of Philip of Cham- 
pagne isone of the masterpieces of Edelinck, 
who is also represented bythe graceful Mauton, 
the lute-player, and the head of Edward Col- 
bert. Masson’s Brisaries, commonly called the 
gray-baired man, has been conside one of the 
best specimens of the engraver’s art—the exquis- 
ite modeling of the head and the elaboration 
ofthe hair cannot be surpassed. The full- 
cones figure of the elegant Bossuet, painted 
2 Rigaud, is faithfully reproduced by 
vet, whose plate is perhasb more famous 
than the original painting while nothing 
is wanting in the expression of the face andin the 
bearing of the great preacher, the accessories of 
drapery, and ermine, and lace are rendered with 
exact fidelity. Lavailliere, by Nautriul, is a fine 
example of the suppleness that great artist was 
able to give to flesh.

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THE NORTH POLE. 


An Old Whaler’s Views—Subterranean Ice. 
San Franaesco Chronicle. 
Capt. Tripp, a well-known whaling Captain, who 


has made several voyages to the Arctic Ocean, 
His trip 
to the world of ice the present year has but con- 
firmed his experiences in the past. In a con- 
versation with him a Chronic’e reporter procured 
some interesting facts on this somewhat mysti- 
fied subject. No vessels have been able to get 
farther than 68° north this year, and all Cap- 
tains reported heavy ice in the Arctic. In one of 
his voyages, while Capt. Tripp was master of the 
bark Arctic, he reached as high as latitude 739. 
in 1870 Wrangel’s Land was Clear of ice, and in 
1871 his ship was within a mile of the shore of 
that land which no human being has ever step- 
ped upon, so far as history tells us. With the 
aid of a splendid glass, he got a good view of 
the entire lay of the land, but he was unable to 
see anv human habitations, or evidence thereof. 
No animal life was visible save sea birds that 
flitted in mid-air along the shore. The earth 
was green, no snow being visible anywhere. A 
coast range is visible from the ocean which re- 
sembles coast regions farther south, extending 
as far as California. Shrubs were plainly visible, 
but Capt. Tripp was unable to discover any 
large trees or forests. 

Wrangel's Land runs northwest, and, so far 
as known, extends indefinitely into regions 
never penetrated by the whiteman. The In- 
dians inhabiting that portion of Alaska border- 
ing on the North Pole have no traditions that 
any people bave ever been seen on Wrangel’s 
Land, though they state that deer of a variety 
unknown to Alaska have been found on Herald 
Island, in the heart of the Arctic, and from 
which tne land named can be distinctly seen. 
It is supposed that the animals made their way 
across the ice from the mainland of Wrangel to 
the island. No canoes, clothing, or relics of 
any kind have drifted from Wrangel’s Land to 
Alaska, as an indication that a new race of 
buman beings existed in the un — 1 regions 
of the Arctic. Still, it is believed by those sea 
Captains who have taken close observations 
that the mysterious country alluded to is habit- 
able. The fact that no snow was to be seen, 
that vegetation looked green and vigorous, and 
that mountains loomed up in the distance, as 
sheltering fortresses for the valleys, are so 
many proofs that humanity could find a foot- 
hola there. it seems that no whaling Captains 
have ever attempted to land on Wrangel’s Land, 
but it must be remembered that they visit the 
Arctic regions as business men, and not as 
explorers. 

Capt. Tripp says that if the North Pole exists 
and it is ever to be discovered, the discovery 
will be made from the Pacific side, as navigators 
can reach many degrees further north on the 
Pacific witbout suffering the least inconvenience 
from climatic rigors than on the Atlantic. At 
Kotzebue Sound, at the mouth of Buckland 
River, Capt. Tripp saw land 700 feet high, 
beneath which a stratum of ice was distinctly 
visible. At Point Barron the land is only six 
feet above the ice, all beneath being a stratum 
of congealed water. How deep this stratum is 
remains unknown, but it is certain that the 
earth has gradually formed itself on the ice. 
There is reason to believe that Wrangel’s Land 
is of like formation, at least along the shore. 
There is no telling how far the ice body 
extends inland as a substratum. If a body of 
earth 700 feet high can rest on a mass of ice 
along the shore, there is no reason why a 
mountain 7.000 feet high may not have ice as a 
basis in the interior.
